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In his annual report the Quartermaster General of the 
Army says: “The owned transport vessels now operated 
by this department are sufficient for the needs of the 
Service under existing conditions, but some of them 
are approaching the age when it will no longer be eco- 
nomical to keep them in that. degree of seaworthiness 
which is an imperative requisite to safeguarding the 
lives of their multitude of passengers. The loss at sea 
of a troop-ladened transport would be a calamity too 
terrible to contemplate with equanimity.” In view of 
this statement the suggestion made by one of our cor- 
respondents, an officer of large experience, is of im- 
mediate and pressing importance. Our correspondent 
says: “Transports going to Manila from San Fran- 
cisco should go in pairs, or better have them go over the 
path followed by the liners. This would remove the 
present danger to some extent of loss of all hands, in 
case of accident, such as running on uncharted reefs, un- 
controllable leak from a strain, in a typhoon, swamping, 
disabling of machinery, fire, ete, ete. There would 
be some show for human beings in case one of these 
unfortunate things should occur; and our transports are 
getting a little worn and old now. If anything happens 
to one transport, and she has a consort, relief could be 
rendered promptly and the boats and life rafts of both 
transports could be put to use in transferring human 
souls, as a consort is supposed to be nearby. If the 
transports go on the path of the liners there is a good 
chance of getting help, within a reasonable time and 
before all are lost. History shows how many thousands 
of lives are saved by ships sailing over frequented routes. 
On account of the route now used (Honolulu to Manila), 
the majority of the passengers are in fear and trembling 
lest some dire disaster shall overcome them, and they 
know that then all hope is lost: they must go down with 
the ships or perish in the few small boats or rafts, for 
there will be no helping hand there. No expense should 
be spared to adopt this system. Everybody who has to 
go to Manila dreads the trip on account of the present 
dangers, and it is wracking on the nerves of many good 
worthy people. After all these years it seems as though 
the General Staff, at least, should wake up to the neces- 
sity. The few boats and life rafts would do but little 
good with 2,000 souls aboard. Better have a consort! 
The life-boats in mid-ocean would just about save the 
crew until they starved to death.” Since the War of 
Independence the following vessels of the Navy have dis- 
appeared at sea with all on board: the Saratoga, in 1786; 
the Pickering and the Insurgent, in 1890; the Hamilton, 
in 1813; the Wasp, in 1814; the Epervier, in 1815; 
the Lynx, in 1820; the Wild Cat, in 1824; the Hornet, 
in 1829; the Sylph, in 1831; the Sea Gull, 2d, in 1839, 
and the Levant, 2d, in 1860. The Albany foundered at sea 
in 1854, the Bainbridge in 1842, the Grampus in 1821, 
the Commodore McDonough in 1865. These are some 
notable examples from our own naval history of the 
perils that attend those who go down to the sea in ships. 
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After reading a report by an officer of the Army on 
a march taken last summer by the Ist Illinois Cavalry, 
we are no longer tempted to wonder why there are not 
more militia cavalry regiments. He tells us that “this 
regiment is kept in existence and instructed each year 
at varying expense to its commissioned personnel. Cer- 
tain proper military expenses are entirely met by the 
regiment.” The report says that “the militia should 
not be expected or allowed to support itself so even in 
part. It is teo much to expect of officers and men, who 
give their time and energies to this work, standing ready 
to give their lives if the emergency arises, that they 
should in addition undergo a financial drain to support 


the organization to which they belong. Federal and 
state appropriations should fully meet all proper ex- 
penses of the Guard.” This expert critic in a personal 
letter says: ‘Militia regiments that go to equipped 
camps, where after maneuvering a part of the day they 
return to a comfortable camp, cannot appreciate what 
a march into the field for ten days means to a militia 
cavalry regiment. Pitching a new camp each night, 
hauling up supplies, breaking camp each morning, po- 
licing the old camp site, making the march to the next 
camp and executing a maneuver en route—all this means 
work and lots of it. The 1st Illinois Cavalry did this 
and did it well. In my experience I have never seen 
such energy and general ability displayed by a militia 
regiment.”” Now tbat the Illinois regiment of horse has 
acquitted itself so well under the observation of some of 
the best judges of cavalry work in the United States, the 
question naturally arises whether a less parsimonious 
attitude of federal and state governments would not 
bring about the formation of more muitia cavalry regi- 
ments. Other states are as well prepared as Illinois to 
form a regiment of horsemen, so far as disciplined units 
are concerned. New York is one of these. In that state 
are ten troops, of which eight are in Greater New York 
and one each in Syracuse and Albany. The two squad- 
rens in New York city, A and C, are splendidly drilled 
and officered and weuld of themselves make an excellent 
regiment. Both have seen hard field work, and sent 
detachments to the front in the Spanish War. In maneu- 
vers with Regulars these squadrons have been often com- 
mended by Army officers for a high order of efficiency. 
Yet with everything in their present status to recom- 
mend a regimental organization, the troop and squadron 
organization still exists. The up-state horsemen have 
shown field capabilities that would make them valuable 
adjuncts to the squadrons in the formation of a regiment. 
Since the Illinois regiment of cavalry, with a less ex- 
perienced nucleus and units to begin with, has made a 
name for itself in the estimation of Cavalry officers of 
the Army, it would be strange indeed if the troopers of 
the Empire state, which so often have done credit to the 
commonwealth, should not be able to form and develop 
a regiment that would be worthy the fine records of the 
individual organizations. 
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The report of the Secretary of the Treasury shows that 
the receipts of the Government by warrants for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1908, were: From customs, 
$286,113,130.29 ; internal revenue, $251,711,126.70; sates 
of public lands, $9,731,560.23; miscellaneous, $53,570,- 
8301.31; receipts on account of public debt, $909,463,17 ; 
aggregate of receipts, including public debt, $1,702,068,- 
187.11. The disbursements were: For civil establish- 
ment, $175,420,408.57; for military establishment, in- 
cluding rivers and harbors, forts, arsenals, seacoast de- 
fenses, Panama Canal, and expenses on account of war 
with Spain and in the Philippines, and miscellaneous, in- 
cluding payment of special funds and trust funds, $175,- 
840,452.99; for naval establishment, including construc- 
tion of new vessels, machinery, armament, equipment, im- 
provement at navy yards, expenses on account of war 
with Spain and in the Philippines, and miscellaneous, 
including payment of special funds and trust funds, 
$118,037,097.15; Indian Service, $14,579,755.75; pen- 
sions, $153,892,467.01; interest on the public debt, $21,- 
426,138.21; postal service, $191,478,663.41; total, $850,- 
674,983.09; disbursements on account of public debt, 
$739,111,906,50 ; aggregate, including public debt, $1,589,- 
786,889.59 ; excess of ordinary disbursements over ordi- 
nary receipts, $58,070,201.15. The total interest bearing 
debt is $883,317,490. It is estimated that the receipts 
for the current fiscal year 1908-9 will amount to $788,- 
796,956 and the expenditures to $902,796,956, showing 
a deficit of $114,000,000. For 1909-10 the estimate is: 
Receipts, $825,340,712 ; appropriations, $968,387,508 ; de- 


ficit, $143,046,796. These estimates are, of course, prob-- 


lematic. There are 6,824 national banks in operation 
with an aggregate capital of $919,100,850, with deposits 
amounting to $4,374,551,208. the greatest amount ever 
held by them. 
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An Army officer writes to us saying: “The 1908 Army 
Regulations were received by me last August. Almost 
with the same mail came many orders modifying or chang- 
ing the regulations, and since then many more orders have 
heen received. To keep one’s books up-to-date requires 
the constant use of red ink and a file of numerous orders. 
[It seems to me that a practical solution of how to keep 
regulations up-to-date would be for the War Department 
to abandon the bound volume and substitute a loose-leaf 
book. ‘Then, when paragraph 251, page 50, has to be 
amended, instead of issuing G.O., No. 164, W.D., c.s., is- 
sue a new page, which can at once be inserted in the 
proper place, at the same time removing the old page. 
These amendments should not be issued in the form of 
General Orders, but should be issued in a series of 
“Amendments to the Regulations,” numbered and dated, 
if deemed advisable. As there might be difficulty in ma- 
king a page of amendments exactly the same size as an 
ald page, owing to the fact that new paragraphs are fre- 
quently longer than the old ones, the numbers to the 
pages should be omitted and the new paragraphs could 
cover more than one page if necessary. In this way it is 
believed that our regulations could be kept “live and 
up-to-date” and our General Order files eliminated of 
many orders which make them entirely too voluminous 
and cumbersome for practical use. It is hoped that ‘some 





one in authority’ may think the idea is worth trying.” 
We presume that our correspondent is aware that the 
War Department now binds up some volumes of the Reg- 
ulations with a blank leaf between each two pages, for 
the purpose of entering amendments. 





Noting that the sick rates in the U.S. Army for tuber- 
culosis and diseases of the respiratory organs, the preva- 
lence of which is notably aggravated by overcrowding, 
are considerably larger than in most European armies, 
Surgeon General O’Reilly believes that a minimum super- 
ficial and cubic air space for soldiers in barracks should 
be adopted and rigidly insisted upon; the increased cost 
of construction would be offset by a diminished sick rate 
and increased efficiency. In all new construction of 
barracks the Quartermaster’s Department allows sixty 
square feet of floor space and 720 cubic feet of air space 
per man in the dormitories, but the Surgeon General 
believes that a still more liberal allowance should be 
made, not less than eighty-five square feet of floor space 
and 1,020 cubic feet of air space in the temperate zone, 
and 100 square feet of superficial area and 2,000 cubic 
feet of air space for the tropics. The superficial and 
cubical area and the permissible number of occupants 
should be marked on the doors of each dormitory. The 
abandonment of casemate barracks as soon as possible 
is recommended by the Surgeon General. Some of the 
posts still using casemate barracks are Forts Wads- 
worth, Schuyler, Warren and McHenry. A dry observa- 
tion for so wet a subject is made by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral in reference to bath-rooms in new barracks for en- 
listed men being placed in basements, which usually are 
dark, damp and decidedly unsanitary. “Officers would 
not bathe nearly so frequently if they had to go down 
into a dark, damp and often cold cellar to take a bath,” 
says the Surgeon General, “and enlisted men are much 
the same sort of animal.” 
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Col. C. A. P. Hatfield, 13th U.S. Cav., who was a chief 
umpire during the joint maneuvers at Pine Camp, Jeffer- 
son county, New York, last summer, in a report upon 
one of the problems, makes the following interesting 
comment: “This problem particularly, as well as prac- 
tically all others executed in maneuver camps, illustrated 
the dangerous difference existing between conditions of 
the maneuver field and those of actual warfare where 
the flying bullets stop so surely and so effectively ad- 
vancing columns that do not and often cannot take ad- 
vantage of cover in advancing to the attack. This is 
forcibly brought home to those who attempt to advance 
against a skillfully entrenched enemy of all arms. In 
this case, as in many others that came under my observa- 
tion, troops advanced to the attack in column or passed 
across the enemy’s front in that formation and within 
100 to 200 yards of his position. Too frequently they 
were enfiladed by larger forces strongly entrenched or 
by machine guns similarly protected. In many cases, 
too, the actual ranges or distance of such troops from 
the trenches had been accurately measured. It is un- 
fortunate that there is no known means of bringing 
home to our troops, and especially to our untrained 
militia, the necessity for seeking cover at all times, but 
thus far the only successful method is to be found in 
actual warfare when.the flying bullets relentlessly seck 
out and destroy all those foolish enough to convert them- 
selves into targets. The percentage of losses of the 
advance in this first attack was purposely made small 
in order to enable another attack to be made.”

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The influence of station on health in the Army may be 
judged from these comparisons. The highest admission 
and non-effective rates and the lowest death rate occurred 
in the Department of the Gulf, while the lowest admission 
and non-effective rates were noted in the Department of 
California, and the highest death rate in the Department 
of the Columbia. The Department of the Lakes had the 
highest rate for typhoid fever, while the Department of 
Dakota had the lowest. The Department of Dakota had 
the highest rate for malaria and the Department of the 
Columbia the lowest. The Department of California had 
the lowest rate for pneumonia, while the Department of 
the Columbia had the highest; the latter department also 
had the highest rate for tuberculosis and the lowest for 
dysentery. Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., which in 1906 had 
the highest non-effective rate of any post in the United 
States, in 1907 had both the highest non-effective and 
the highest admission rates. The cause of this was an 
epidemic of influenza and measles and the unusual preva- 
lence of venereal diseases. The post having the next 
highest admission rate was Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., and 
the next highest non-effective rate Fort Thomas, Ky. The 
lowest ‘admission and non-effective rates occurred at Fort 
Du Pont, Del.

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In publishing several communications on Army and 
Navy dental legislation, the Dental Cosmos of Philadel- 
phia, a journal of dental science, in its December issue 
says that existing law, though giving an opportunity to 
demonstrate the value of dentistry to soldiers and sailors, 
has tended “to degrade the status of the dental practi- 
tioners in relation to officers and medical men.” “An or- 
ganized and united dental profession” should work for a 
law giving to the Army and Navy dental surgeon “the 
status and recognition to which his professional training 
entitles him.” Dr. Richard Grady, resident dentist at 
the Naval Academy, in an address at the recent conven- 
tion of the Northeastern Dental Association at Hartford, 
Conn., gave a history of military dentistry in the United 
States. The need of dental service for the Army and 
Navy was urged as far back as 1844. In 1882 the sub- 
ject was raised again, but the question came up whether 
the dentists would be classed as surgeons or artisans. In 
1898 the movement again began. Dr. Grady had no doubt 
that the dental treatment provided for the Army at pres- 
ent would eventually extend to the Navy. There is no 
room for the dentist for dental work on any except the 
hospital ships, but dentists could be at naval stations. 
Senator Bulkeley, of Connecticut, is one of the strongest 
advocates of dental legislation in the Senate. Raymond 
E. Ingalls, dental surgeon, U.S.A., discusses the differ- 
ence in pay between dental surgeons and medical officers. 
To show the prevailing ignorance as to Army dentists, he 
says he was on his way to the Philippines on an Army 
transport when a Congressman on board expressed great 
surprise on learning there were Army dentists. Another 
correspondent writes that unless the regulation of the 
War Department placing limitations on the dental sur- 
geons is changed the confidence of the enlisted men cannot 
be obtained, and the success of the corps depends upon 
the confidence of the enlisted men. Under the provisions 
of this W.D. order, he says, crown or bridge work can- 
not be done and necessarily many teeth that could be 
saved must be extracted. More than one-half of the en- 
listed men have lost some of their molars and in such 
eases “the extraction is malpractice that in civil life 
would be almost criminal.” He holds that the regula- 
tion is “a reflection on the decency and self-respect of 
dentists and on the profession at large as scientific men.” 
The = referred to is G.O. 128, War Dept., Aug.

Before the American Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
at its recent annual convention in New York city, Major 
George O. Squier and Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., gave lectures on the future of airships. 
Major Squier thought the present period would always 
be memorable in the history of the world because of 
the first public demonstrations of the practicability of 
mechanical flight. Major Squier advocated the equip- 
ment of the military service with the best possible aerial 
machines. “The question whether the powers will ulti- 
mately permit the use of aerial ships of war is not at 
present the practical one,’ he added, “because in case 
such use is authorized it will be too late adequately to 
equip ourselves after war has been declared.” Large as 
are the present air craft, Major Squier believed they 
would be only toys compared with the air monsters of 
the future, having a capacity of 500,000 to 1,000,000 
eubie feet and a speed of fifty to seventy-five miles au 
hour. By keeping high in the air in daytime and de- 
scending at night they might launch high explosives 
producing great damage, their efforts being directed 
against the enemy’s base of supplies, to destroy his dry- 
docks, arsenals, ammunition depots, railway centers, 
and, indeed, the enemy’s navy itself. “The aeroplane,” 
said Major Squier, “will find its greatest utility in recon- 
noitering, for despatching orders at high speed, for reach- 
ing inaccessible points, or for carrying individuals of high 
rank to places where personality is needed.” It will be 
remembered that this has been done to some extent dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian War. Lieutenant Lahm, in his 
lecture, showed pictures of famous dirigible machines 
and aeroplanes in the air, among them being several 
of Orville Wright's aeroplane in flight at Fort Myer. A 
vote of thanks to the Secretary of War, Major Squier 
and Lieutenant Lahm was adopted. Brig. Gen. James 
Allen, Chief Signal Officer, was present and is quoted as 
saying that efforts will be made by the War Department 
to obtain an appropriation of from $500,000 to $750,000 
from Congress at this session for aeronautical experi- 
ments, and that the United States should have a balloon 
of the size of the French République or the German 
Parseval, each being about 200 feet in length with a ca- 
pacity of 140,000 cubic feet.

Capt. Samuel A. Patterson, U.S. Marine Corps, re- 
cently tried by general court-martial at Norfolk, Va., 
before a court of which Capt. Nathan B. Niles, U.S. 
Navy, was president, on charges of “disobeying the law- 
ful order of his superior officer,” “neglect of duty,” and 
“scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of good 
morals,” was acquitted by the court on all charges. The 
findings of the court have been approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. The specifications averred that Cap- 
tain Patterson, while on duty as officer of the day at 
the marine barracks at Norfolk, disobeyed orders received 
to sleep in the office of the officer of the day on the night 
of November 14, in order to safeguard government funds 
and that as a consequence of so disobeying and neglecting 
his duty the money, amounting to about $1,200, was 
stolen. The evidence brought before the court showed 
that he had not received specific orders to sleep in the 
office of the officer of the day on the night in question 
and that he had not been informed of the presence of a 
large sum of money in the safe. One specificatioh also 
averred that he had made a false statement in his morn- 
ing report, but it was shown that this incorrect state- 
ment had been orally corrected by him. Captain Patter- 
son has been released from arrest and restored to duty.

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Contributing to the sixticth anniversary of the New 
York Independent an interesting review of the City of 
New York in 1848, Gen. James G. Wilson says that Col. 
Edward Nicolls was perhaps the best of all the colonial 
rulers. He was not only the first English governor of 
New York, but the first to point out the rare advantages 


of its superb situation and foretell its future greatness. 
He arrived in the city in 1664. One of the most striking 
changes to General Wilson’s eye is the disappearance of 
our merchant marine. In 1848 he often visited the docks 





and saw both sides of the city studded like a forest with 
the tall and graceful spars of the finest sailing ships the 
world ever saw, This is a very entertaining number as 


it repriats poems which appeared when the authors were 
unknown to fame or were already famous like Bryant 
and Longfellow. It is not always the man of the pen 
in the office of a periodical fhat does the most to shape 
history as one may judge from a picture of Joseph H. 
Richards, publisher of the Independent in the ’fifties and 
‘sixties. Under the picture this appears: “He was one 
of three men who called on Henry C. Bowen, editor of 
the Independent, to write to Lincoln to ask him to give 
his famous Cooper Union address in New York, which 
was such a powerful factor in making him President of 
the United States.” Pictures of the literary celebrities 
whose pens have illuminated the columns of the Inde- 
pendent in these six decades make a journey through the 
pages of this anniversary number a pleasant communion 
with those who have left their stamp upon American 
literary history.

One of the amusing features of the play of “Adonis” 
is the frank confession by one of the female characters 
of her superiority to other women in the matter of 
good looks. “Everybody knows” she is represented as 
saying, “I am the village beauty.” With a like display 
of self-complacency, E. W. Nichols, Superintendent of 
the Virginia Military Institute, in a speech before the 
alumni of that institution, said: “In the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean War, not counting West Point, there were more offi- 
cers who were alumni of Virginia Military Institute 
than of any other institution. Our men have proved bet- 
ter officers than the graduates of West Point, because 
they have better breeding. Our men are the sons of 
gentlemen—every one of them—and they possess the 
gifts of heredity. It is not so at West Point. Our 
course of instruction is to educate men not only for war- 
fare, but for the other pursuits. No one can say of our 
school what has been said of West Point, that the 
course of instruction is narrow-minded.” We know of 
no more ungentlemanly thing for anyone to do than to 
proclaim himself a gentleman in comparison with others 
and those who do so are usually those least entitled to 
that designation. Not that this is by any means the 
ease in the present instance, but that the inflated speech 
of the Superintendent of the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute is eminently calculated to make it so appear. 
However, anything is to be excused at an alumni dinner.

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Commenting editorially upon the findings of the G.C. 
M. in the case of Col. Daniel Cornman, 7th U.S. Inf., 
the Detroit Free Press of Dec. 11, 1908, says: “There 
will be much sympathy in Detroit for Colonel Cornman 
in view of the rather surprising verdict against him an- 
nounced from Washington. That the War Department 
should have found him guilty of even neglect of duty on 
a merely technical charge will seem to the friends of 
the officer to reflect more upon the methods of trial than 
upon the accused in this instance. To the mind of a ci- 
vilian, the president of a great railroad might as logic- 
ally be held responsible and suspended from his duties 
for failure to know of peculations of postage stamps on 
the part of an office boy as that Colonel Cornman should 
be considered guilty in the matter just adjudicated. The 
evidence adduced during the hearing was followed closely 
in Detroit. It certainly left no impression of guilt in 
any degree, so far as the commander of the post was con- 
cerned. The result no doubt will be a blow to the Colo- 
nel, coming, as it does, after his thirty-five years of hon- 
orable service, but assurance of the continuance of un- 
diminished regard among his acquaintances may aid him 
in sustaining it.”

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Brig. Gen, Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Luzon, in commenting on the case of 
Sergt. Thomas R. Small, of Troop A, 10th Cav., tried 
for manslaughter and acquitted, says: “The evidence dis- 


closes a lack of prompt action on the part of some of the 
non-commissioned officers of Troop A, 10th Cav., to re- 
strain an insubordinate soldier who was first abusive 
and threatening, and then violently assaulted two non- 
commissioned officers. This soldier, apparently for no 
reason other than because he said he would not be con- 
fined by any one else, was allowed to start for the guard- 
house in charge of one man, a non-commissioned officer, 
from whom he escaped. Had the soldier been promptly 
overpowered and made submissive at the first manifesta- 
tion of his violence it is believed that subsequent tragedy 
would have been averted. The Department Commander 
calls attention to the necessity of non-commissioned offi-

like this, when a vacillating course of action only gives 
further opportunity for committing serious offenses and 
may lead to deplorable results.”

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The Chief of Coast Artillery, U.S.A., has recommended 
commendation of the officers and men of the 102d Com- 
pany of Coast Artillery, U.S.A., for its skill in target 
practice. Capt. C. B. Smith, C.A.C., commanded the 
102d Company on the occasion of this practice. The 
102d Company, in its target practice at Fort Greble, 
R.d., Aug. 31, 1908, made 100 per cent. of hits on a 
30 by 60-foot target, which was moving at the rate of 
six miles per hour at a mean range of 6,027 yards. The 
practice was held at Battery Hale, two ten-inch rifles, on 
disappearing carriages. The series of four record shots 
was fired from the two guns in the total elapsed time of 
one minute and thirty-seven seconds. Four hits were 
made out of the four shots, the battery scoring 1.24 hits 
per gun per minute. All four shots would have passed 
through a vertical rectangle two yards high by twenty 
yards long. The shots would have annihilated a platoon 
of men—say sixty in number. This is an excellent 
practice, and could only have resulted from careful and 
thorough work. 
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“We have the best machine gun ever constructed,” 
the Cleveland, O., News quotes Lieut. Col. O. M. Lissak, 
Ord. Dept., as saying; “and if the eating is still con- 
sidered the proof of the pudding, we'll serve it to any- 
body with an appetite for that sort of thing.

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ARMY ORDNANCE. REPORT. 


We deferred comment on the annual report of Brig. 
Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in 
cur issue of last week that we might give fuller treatment 
to some important matters in it that call for more than 
cursory review. What General Crozier says on the sub- 
ject of powder improvement should open the eyes of Con- 
gressmen to the necessity of proper experimental work 
which, though its results are not immediately apparent, 
may be more valuable, in some cases, than even the 
routine duties of the Ordnance. What properly con- 
ducted experiments do for the progress of the Army is 
shown by the statement of General Crozier that “the most 
marked advance during the past year has been in the 
smokeless powder for small-arms ammunition. Early in 
the year, with the co-operation of the powder manufac- 
turers, a series of experiments were conducted, having for 
their object the improvement in the ballistic and non- 
erosive qualities of the powder for small-arms ammuni- 
tion. The powder now used is similar in composition to 
the smokeless powder for cannon, and by its adoption the 
life of the musket as measured by the number of rounds 
that can be fired with accuracy, is, under the same 
ballistic conditions, three or four times as great as with 
the nitroglycerin powder formerly used.” Not only has 
this hetter powder been gained but the interest of home 
manufacturers, in other directions, has been won by these 
experiments, until now it is expected that within a shori 
time all powder-bag material can be procured in this 
country, although up to the present the department has 
been forced to go abroad for all that kind of material. 

Tests in the year with the high-explosive three-inch 
shrapnel, manufactured by the Ehrhardt Company, of 
Germany, promise the possibility of a high-explosive 
shrapnel of this general design, possessing, at least for 
the three-inch field gun, a sufficiently high explosive shell 
and higher efficiency as a shrapnel compared with the 
present service projectile. Further tests will be made 
before the adoption of a single-type projectile. Experi- 
ments now in progress in seacoast cannon above the cali- 
ber of five inches may determine whether wider rotating 
bands on projectiles will add materially to the life ac- 
curacy of cannon. Experiments now making may de- 
velop an improved dummy projectile for seacoast guns. 
Designs for a long recoil mountain gun and carriage 
have been completed and the manufacture of the pilot 
material may he ready for test within a few months. The 
year’s experiments have also resulted in the development 
of a satisfactory hand grenade. Persistence in ammuni- 
tion experiments makes it possible for General Crozier 
to call attention to the fact that the latest model of small- 
arms ammunition. with finely pointed bullet and_ flat 
trajectory with which the entire Army and the National 
Guard have been provided for some months, has not yet 
been put into service by all the first-class powers of 
Europe. ; ; 

The reserve supply of mobile artillery is in a less satis- 
factory state than that of any other class of fighting ma- 
terial. We have plenty of mountain guns, but the model 
is out of date. Reports of battery practice indicate a 
general satisfaction with the new ammunition and acces- 
sories. Three-inch sub-caliber saluting guns for use in 
firing blank charges in the joint Army and Militia exer- 
eises may he issued at an early date. General satisfac- 
tion is reported from battery commanders who used the 
three-inch field artillery material. Sufficient field artil- 
lery plotters have been manufactured and a reserve is 
being accumulated. A type of observation telescope, field, 
for battalion and regimental commanders, has been found 
satisfactory, and a supply will soon be issued. : 

The 119th Company of Coast Artillery is credited with 
the minimum amount of ordnance property “dropped” in 
the year, amounting to only eight cents. The maximum 
was the $250.77 of the 117th Company. The total for all 
the companies was $2,009.32. There were 102 companies 
not having ordnance property dropped. The relative 
values of property dropped in the principal arms_ of 
the Service were: Infantry, $21,835.64; Cavalry, $88,- 
946.31: Field Artillery. $30,736.19; Coast Artillery, $2,- 
009.39. The cost of maintaining a company of Infantry 
in unexpendable ordnance property is thus about $66; 9 
troop of Cavalry. about $494, and a battery of Field 
Artillery, about $854. so that it costs eight times as much 
in property of this character to maintain a troop of Cav- 
alry as a company of Infantry, about thirteen times as 
mueh for a battery of Field Artillery as for a company 
of Infantry, and nearly twice as much as to maintain a 
troop of Cavalry. There was more unexpendable prop- 
erty dropped hy officers of the 4th Cavalry than by the 
officers of any other regiment in the year 1907, but this 
regiment was stationed in the Philippines. The 2d was 
the most economically administered Cavalry regiment in 
that sort of property in the eighteen months ended June 
30, 1997, and in the Infantry the 4th. 9th and 22d was 
the most expensive of the Infantry regiments. The regi- 
nents in which ordnance property exceeding $1,000 in 
value was dropped in the calendar year were the Ist, 2d. 
Eth, Sth. 18th, 24th, 28th and 30th. It cost -nearly four 
times as much ($12,691.68) to maintain the 3d Regiment 
of Field Artillery as to maintain the average of all the 
other regiments. ‘The report says that the subject of the 
care and disposition of property does not arouse the in- 
terest it should. Major George Montgomery is praised 
for efficient handling of that subject in the Department. 

The entire Army has been supplied with the United 
States magazine rifle, model of 1903, which has proved 
more powerful. accurate and rapid than the Krag which 
it displaced. The Colt automatic pistol has been issued 
and 200 Savage automatic pistols will soon be issued for 
experimental purposes. Two Colt automatic pistols, fitted 
with Powell indicators, have been issued to the Cavalry 
Board for experiment. The device is to indicate the 
number of cartridges remaining at any time in the maga- 
zine. The Maxim automatie machine guns. thirty-caliber, 
model of 1904, have proved satisfactory. Additional 
guns and tripods are under manufacture. All Colt and 
Gatling guns have been called in for rechambering. The 
Coast Artillery will be supplied with these types and 
the Maxims with part of the Colts will be issued for 
the mobile Army. The organized militia will receive 
Maxims on requisition. 

The fourteen-inch gun, which is to replace the twelve- 
inch of the model of 1900 for defense of wide channels 
and harbors where highest power is required, is under- 
going tests to show which is the more advantageous to 
the life of the gun, a relatively large or small powder 
chamber and propelling charge. Improvements in the 
quality of the tube steel and the use of a wire envelope 
in place of the jacket. employed on the six-inch gun, in- 
sure for the six-inch wire-wrapped rifle much greater 
elastic strength, twenty-five per cent. less weight and 
less cost. The new design of the twelve-inch mortar 
completed in the year will weigh thirty per cent. less 
than the former mortars and cost much less. Tests with 


the thirty-caliber rifle have shown that erosion, or wear- 
ing away of the bores of cannon, is three or four times 
more rapid when nitroglycerin powder is used than with 
nitrocellulose powder. 

There was a falling off of two in officers of the Depart- 
ment in the year, that is, sixty-nine against seventy-one 
in 1907. the authorized strength being eighty-five. The 
principal difficulty in procuring officers seems to be the 
abnormal promotion which officers of the Artillery have 
received by reason of the increase of that arm. Conse- 
quently the inducement of advancement of grade in the 
lbepartment has not operated among those officers and has 
inade it necessary to wait until the lowest grade of the 
Artillery after being emptied shall fill up again. 

The amount of the appropriations was $10.545,468.65, 
an inerease of $692,453.51; the amount of disbursements 
$12,112,272.22. an inerease of 12.1 per cent. General 
Crozier says his Department is prepared to give all the 
assistance in its power to the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, in determining the disposition of the various test- 
ing plants and their subsequent operation. so that the 
whole matter of testing may be taken up and examined 
by some competent body. 

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

The following is a summary of the work performed 
by the United States Revenue Cutter Service during the 
fiscal year 1908. together with the net expenditures, as 
shown by the report of the Secretary of the Treasury: 
Persons saved from drowning, 50; assisted, 3,269; taken 
on board and cared for, 317: vessels assisted, 146; board- 
ed and papers examined, 13,252; seized or reported for 
violation of law, 242; fines and penalties incurred, $54,- 
700; value of vessels assisted and their cargoes, $6,858,- 
918; derelicts and obstructions to navigation removed or 
destroyed, 18: net expenditure, $1,817,227.55. 

The work of the Service has extended, as usual, along 
the entire coast of the United States, including the waters 
of the Great Lakes, Alaska and Porto Rico. Four ves- 
sels have heen operated exclusively in Bering Sea from 
June until late in the fall for the protection of the fur 
seals. The Thetis made the annual cruise into the Arctic 
Ocean, and her efforts in the far north have resulted in 
great good not only to the public interests generally, but 
in correcting various abuses that were found to exist 
in the whaling fleet. It is thought that these abuses have 
been practically eradicated. Two Japanese schooners, 
the Nitto Maru and: Kaiwo Maru, were seized by the 
patrol fleet for unlawful sealing in territorial waters off 
the Pribilof Islands, and their crews were taken to Val- 
dez, Alaska, for trial. 

There have been during the year twenty-two cruising 
cutters in active commission, and seventeen harbor ves- 
sels and launches. Twelve officers have been assigned 
to the Life-Saving Service to inspect the life-saving sta- 
tions, drill their crews, superintend the construction of 
buildings and appliances, etc. 

On Sept. 11, 1907, 243 persons who had been cast 
ashore from the wrecked ship John Currier, of San Fran- 
cisco, near Nelsons Lagoon, Aleutian Islands, Alaska. 
and were suffering great privation, were rescued and 
afterward safely conveyed to Seattle, Wash. On Feb. 
21, 1908, the Thetis was despatched from Puget Sound to 
Toint Manby, Yakutat Bay, Alaska, a distance of 1,000 
miles, for the relief of a Japanese crew of eleven men 
belonging to the schooner Satsuma Maru, who were re- 
ported wrecked at that place and in distress. The Thetis 
promptly set out on her mission, found the shipwrecked 
crew, and, at much risk, succeeded in bringing them to 
the ship in small boats through a dangerous surf. All 
duties within the scope of the Service have been care- 
fully performed, and the organization has been main- 
tained in a state of readiness and efficiency. 

The obsolete cutters Boutwell, Fessenden, Dallas and 
Dexter were condemned and sold. There is need of sev- 
eral additional sea-going, well-equipped vessels. The pas- 
sage of S. 3345, for the construction of four steam ves- 
sels, which has been favorably reported, is recommended ; 
also that a suitable vessel be provided for the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Aside from other advantages of this legislation, the 
benefits of the Act approved Apri! 16, 1908, to the war- 
rant officers and enlisted men. will exert a marked in- 
fluence in promoting the efficiency of the non-commis- 
sioned force. 

It is recommended that the school for the education 
and training of cadets, now located at Arundel Cove, 
Md., be transferred to the military reservation of Fort 
Trumbull, on the Thames River, at New London, Conn., 
which, with various buildings and improvements thereon, 
the War Department has signified its willingness, with 
the approval of the Conzress. to turn over, subject to cer- 
tain minor limitations, for the use of the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service. ; 








THE LIFE SAVING SERVICE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury’s report for the year 
shows that at the close of the fiscal year the Life-Saving 
istablishment embraced 280 stations, distributed upon the 
sea and lake coasts as follows: On the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts, 201; on the coasts of the Great Lakes, 61: on 
the Pacific coast, 18, as follows: Vessels totally lost, 
56: persons on board, 5,712: persons lost, 22; persons 
succored at stations, 562: value of vessels, $10,390,955: 
value of cargoes, $3,139,270; value of property saved, 
$11,666,435; value of property lost, $1,863,790. - 

The number of disasters exceeds that given in last 
year's report by 256, and is 246 greater than that for any 
previous year in the history of the Service. The in- 
crease is attributed to the exceptional openness of the 
winter, the extension of the scope of operations of the 
life-saving crews as a result of the installation of power 
in the Service lifeboats, which has made it possible for 
them to assist a larger number of distressed vessels, and 
the fact that the use of gasoline launches has sprung 
into such sudden and general favor. The number of ac- 
cidents to this type of craft alone during the last year 
was lg ag one-third of the total for all classes of 
vessels, 

Assistance of more or less importance was afforded 
by the stated crews of 299 vessels. not included in the 
above statement, making in all 1,352 vessels assisted by 
the Service crews. The crews also saved the lives of 
fifty-six persons from situations of peril unassociated 
with vessels, and succored at the stations 156 persons in 
distress arising from causes unrelated to shipwreck. 
Warning signals were made from the station lookouts 
and by the beach patrol to 219 vessels running into dan- 
ger, 199 of the warnings having been given at night and 
20 in the daytime. Of the vessels so warned, ninety- 
seven were steamers. 

A comparison of the foregoing statistics with those 
of former years establishes the gratifying fact that, while 
the number of disasters occurring last year was much 


greater than for any previous year, the percentage of 
livcs lost has never been less, and the year’s record has 
never been surpassed. The expenditure for the main- 
tenance of the Service was $1,962,524.90. New life-sav- 
ing stations were completed and manned during the year 
at Bethany Beach, Del., and at the entrance of Tillamook 
Beach, Ore. 

The remarkable extension of life-saving operations that 
has been effected in the iocalities of those stations at 
which mechanical power has thus been made to supple- 
ment the use of oars and sails renders it a matter of im- 
perative necessity to similarly equip all the larger Serv- 
ice boats. This is being done as rapidly as possible. 





VACCINATION AGAINST TYPHOID. 

Despite the protests of anti-vaccinationists, the prac- 
tice of inoculation against smallpox is being extended 
to include typhoid fever, and there is no telling how much 
further it will spread. The chief argument of the anti- 
smallpox vaccinationist is that there is no sense in de- 
liberately catching one disease in the hope of avoiding 
nother that may never afflict one. Advanced medical 
science takes another view and claims to have estab- 
lished the efficiency of inoculation against typhoid. While 
we have not seen this particular claim made by medical 
men, we are ready, from a layman’s point of view, to say 
that probably the greatest step toward prophylaxis, the 
wost powerful stimulus toward preventive rather than 
curative medical science was the discovery of vaccine hy 
Dr. Jenner. Out of that has grown the ever-widening 
circle of prophylactic measures, which now are being so 
strougly invoked to rid the world of the tuberculosis 
plague. Even should it be granted that all the claims 
made for vaccination are exaggerated, still one could 
point to the path it blazed toward prophylaxis. 

At the meeting of a board of officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps at the War Department on Dee. 7, with 
Surgeon General O’Reilly, U.S.A., as presiding officer, to 
consider the advisability of immunizing the Army against 
typhoid fever, both in time of peace and during war, 
there were present Capt. Frederick F. Russell, Med. 
Corps, and ist Lieuts. Victor C. Vaughan, John H. Mus- 
ser, William T. Councilman, Alexander Lambert, Simon 
Flexner, and William S. Thayer, Medical Reserve Corps. 

The board found that in the Boer war in South Africa 
about 100,000 men were vaccinated, but that no reliable 
statistics are at hand, About 15,000 men in the English 
and German colonial armies have been vaccinated against 
typhoid, and complete statistics have been collected which 
convinced the board that the vaccination is harmless and 
of great service in diminishing typhoid fever among 
troops, especially in war. It recommended that vaccina- 
tion be introduced into the Regular and Volunteer armies 
in time of war, that in time of peace all the men have an 
opportunity to be vaccinated, and that as many of the 
Hospital Corps and Nurse Corps and any others especial- 
ly exposed as possible be vaccinated. The board recog- 
nized that this disease spreads by contact from man to 
man, and to an even greater extent than in the civil pop- 
ulation; that in the Spanish war it caused eighty-five 
per cent. of all deaths, and that vaccination is a practic- 
able, harmless, and effective way of preventing a recur- 
rence of the camp epidemics of 1898. The board recom- 
mended, with what the New York Medical Journal calls 
“admirable foresight,” the immediate introduction of the 
practice into the Army so that the necessary machinery 
for vaccinating large bodies of troops in war might be 
available for use, and that the Medical Corps. might be- 
come familiar with the technique of vaccination. 

So low were the admission and death rates for typhoid 
fever in the Army last year that the hope may be in- 
dulged that the Medical Department is getting a control 
of that disease that will show increasingly improved con- 
ditions. The admission rate was 3.53 and the death rate 
0.19, the latter figure being only about two-thirds of the 
civilian population death rate in the United States, and 
much less than half the civilian rate of the population of 
military age. Both figures were the lowest on record 
in the Army. ‘Three posts had no admissions—Fort Snel- 
ling, Fort Schuyler, and Washington Barracks. The dis- 
appearance of typhoid fever at Fort Snelling, Minn., ap- 
pears to have been due to the departure of the infected 
troops, the disease. however, appearing at their new sta- 
tion. The marked improvement at Fort Oglethorpe is 
attributed to improved sanitary conditions at the target 
range, where most of the cases have heretofore been con- 
tracted; since 1906 Forbes water sterilizers, McCall] in- 
cinerators, and screened kitchens have been provided. The 
admission rate there fell from 11 to 4 in the year. At 
Fort Schuyler the subgidence of the fever was attributed 
to the cleaning out of an old sewer and the elimination 
of flies. The improvement at Washington Barracks was 
coincident with a fall in the rate in the city of Washing- 
ton. The admission rate of 30.20 in the thousand for 
malaria also was the lowest on record in the Army, The 
post having the highest malaria admission rate per thou- 
sand was Fort Washington. Md., with 363.64, Fort Lin- 
coln, N.D., being second, with 254.24. The decrease was 
most marked at Fort Washington, where in 1906 the rate 
was 736.00. Fort Hunt also showed marked improve- 
ment, its admission rate dropping from 410.00 to 165.05, 
as did Jefferson Barracks, falling from 216.79 to 89.24. 
The increase at Forts Bliss, Lincoln and McIntosh is 
ascribed to the arrival of troops from the Philippines.

A Constabulary soldier (Moro) being sent out guard- 
ing two prisoners at work one day, became careless, with 
the result that one of the prisoners snatched away the 
gun, knocked the soldier in the head with it and made 
good his escape. 

After the soldier finished his resulting sentence in the 
guardhouse he was again put on guard and again it fell 
to his lot to guard prisoners. About the middle of the 
afternoon that day the company commander was awak- 
ened from his “siesta” by someone rapping on his door, 
and opened it, to find the soldier there, and asked:

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ATHLWTICS AT THE U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 


The success of the Army team in the last annual con- 
test with the Navy renders opportune some remarks as 
io the cenditions which have contributed to bring it 
about. This contest has rapidly developed of recent years 
into an athletic spectacle second in interest to nothing 
that occurs inthe field of athletics. It should and will 
in all probability achieve the first place in national in- 
terest, since it is more generally representative as regards 
the character of the institutions and the contestants than 
any other which takes place. The young men of the 
Army and Navy are the children of the Nation and its 
representatives in all parts of the earth; and their annual 
ineeting to determine a matter of athletic prowess is at- 
tended by a more distinguished gathering, both official and 
social, than any othcr. 

Because this meeting has attained this much of national 
dignity and imporiance, the preparation for it in the two 
national schools has become a matter of much moments. 
In military institutions, where the spirit of contest is a 
feature of professicnal development and where the quali- 
ties of discipline, endurance, determination and emula- 
tion—the genivs of fighting—uare really important factors 
of a military character, the importance of the work done 
rises considerably above that of corresponding work in 
civil institutions. In the national schools athletics are 
an official feature of the curriculum of primary value. 
They are compulsory and under strict control of the 
authorities; they are conducted with a special view to 
definite resn]ts and are involved in the discipline of the 
institutiens. It is essential that no feature of athletics, 
certainly not one demanding so much of its participants 
and of the institution, should be allowed to escape the 
absolute control of the responsible authority, the execu- 
tive head of the Academy. At the same time, this par- 
ticular form of athletics demands a financial outlay for 
which there is no official provision, and for which de- 
pendence must be had upon the generosity of the alumni 
of the insiitution and their friends. As the game is 
not 2 military drill, but requires special skill and in- 
struction, reliance must be had for this purpose upon 
a variety of individuals, some of them not connected 
with the institution. 

In the past these different contributory sources of 
football development have had at the Military Academy 
an irregular organization, which led to a vast loss of 
effectiveness, a didusion of energy, more or less a con- 
fiict of interests, and a great deal of misdirected effort. 
The organization, or organizations, controlling football 
heretofore consisted cf a body having its headquarters 
at West Point and governed by the action of those of 
its members stationed there. It exercised a quasi-official 
control of genera] athletic contests; solicited and received 
subscriptions; managed finances through its treasurer; 
and nominated and elected the members of the various 
special committees having direct supervision of the differ- 
cnt sports. This bedy also negotiated with the athletic 
bodies of its sister institution and legislated, so to speak, 
in executive sessiou upon questions at issue. There were 
also those separate athletic committees having immediate 
executive control of the various sports; and there were 
the cadet teams themselves, with their special organiza- 
tions, having a certain detached individuality of their 
own. Behind thes2 was the Corps of Cadets in its ca- 
pacity as an athletic association; and, nominally above 
all, though exercising an irregular and not clearly defined 
control, was the Superintendent of the Academy. It 
may be added that the Quartermaster of the Academy 
also was an important auxiliary functionary in all ath- 
letic arrangements. 

Among so many different bodies, with overlapping and 
ill-defined functions, it was inevitable that there should 
be a great loss of effectiveness, much working at cross 
purposes, und a good deal of misunderstanding. In- 
dividual misconceptions often became causes of active 
protest and discussion in the sessions. The executive 
council of that body, being an organization whose powers 
could not be final and authoritative, was often in a false 
and embarrassing position in any matters of disagree- 
ment between it and the commanding officer: and. as a 
consecuence, the athletic committees and field officials 
feund themselves owing allegiance to different sources 
of authority. Criticisms and misunderstandings, and 
disputes regarding seating, caused friction; and it be- 
came apparent that divided responsibility could no longer 
he tolerated under the peculiar conditions existing at the 
Military Academy if the best results for the institution, 
for the cadets, for the alumni interested, and for a full 
measure of success were to be obtained. To secure these 
the same principles of concentrated control and executive 
responsibility must be made operative here as in mili- 
tary affairs in general. The Superintendent, Colonel 
Scott, therefore decided to unite in a single body the 
seattered functions described above, and to place it in 
direct relation with himself. This body. known as the 
Athletic Council, consists ex-officio of those officers of 
the Academy whose functions are necessarily concerned 
with athletics—the Surgeon, the Quartermaster, the 
Treasurer and Quartermaster of Cadets—the officials 
directly concerned with each of the separate sports; the 
general athietic representative: the Master of the Sword, 
and, as the representative of the Superintendent, the 
Adjutant of the Academy. The council thus constituted 
has a permanent cadre and an elective one. Vacancies 
in the latter are filled by the council itself and all affairs 
pertaining to the athletics of the institution are here dis- 
cussed and decided and submitted for the approval of 
the Superintendent. The action of this body, therefore, 
carries official authority and is at all times under the 
scrutiny of the executive, who has power to make its de- 
cision operative. Those members—such as the Quarter- 
master and Treasurer of the Academy—who are con- 
cerned with the practical arrangements and finances of 
athletics are already possessed of the clerical and me- 
chanical mechanism necessary to secure effective results 
quickly and smoothly. Being in immediate contact with 
athletic affairs, they know exactly what is required and 
have immediate authority to proceed. The athletic rep- 
resentatives know in practical affairs what to depend 
upon, and can make their needs immediately known. The 
cadet teams know that their labors and interests are 
not subject to loose and uncertain influences and control. 
and ther have the satisfaction of feeling that there is an 
authoritative body in touch with the Superintendent to 
whom their wishes can be made known and by whom 
any grievances will be fully considered. The coaches 
and all other individuals associated with athletics have 
the same understanding: and all outside negotiations 
possess the advantage of responsibility and singleness of 
purpose. 

The immense advautages of the new system became im- 
mediately apparent as soon as they were put in opera- 


tien during the present season. Perfect harmony and 
co-ordination in all parts of the athletic machine devel- 
oped at once. The progress of the team and the action 
of the coaches were without friction, and the team and 
corps spirit attained an enthusiasm and vigor never 
before equaled; although the conditions for the forma- 
tion of a successful team presented many difficulties, and 
virtually required the formaticn of a new one with the 
odds strongly against success: and with a certainty of 
competing with a veteran team, almost intact, inspi 
by the morale cf previous victories. The virtue of the 
new system proved equal to the emergency, and has 
resulted in a victory whose closeness makes it all the 
more gratifying, as a proof of the severity of the con- 
ditions under which it was granted. 5 

The support aceerded the Academy by its alumni and 
friends has been equally satisfactory, and the prognosti- 
eation of loss of financial aid to result from previous 
defeat and dissatisfaction has not been verified, the re- 
ceipts having been much iarger than any previous year 
and athletic finances being in a most satisfactory con- 
dition. 

It may be asserted with confidence that in no institu- 
tion in the country are athletic affairs organized upon a 
more logical, harmonious and effective basis than at the 
U.S. Military Academy, a result which is due to the 
sagacity and firmness of its Superintendent.

SOME AMERICAN MILITARY NOTES. 


At the dinner of the Washington Corral, Military Or- 
der of the Carabao, in Washington, Dec. 9, an account 
of which we gave on page 407 of our issue for Dec. 12, 
Lieut. Gen. H. C. Corbin, U.S.A., spoke as follows: 

“The best among the many good things our Army has 
done was the service from 1865 to 1880. During those 
fifteen years we were employed in a never ceasing con- 
flict for the possession of the territory now known as 
our western states. What are now great and prosperous 
states were then under the supreme control of several 
tribes of Indians, most of them hostile, and all opposed 
to the advance of civilization. They believed that the 
great empire was theirs by right and they were willing 
to fight for it, and they did fight for it, and long and 
bravely. The campaigning necessary to reduce these 
brave savages to a state of obedience to our ways has 
never been told—and never appreciated. The pioneers 
of the Great West appreciated it at the time, but they 
have long since passed over the Great Divide, and the 
march of events has been so wonderful that even ser- 
vice of this great magnitude has not been realized by 
the present generation. Now this region is_ thickly 
settled and produces corn, wheat and cattle in great 
abundance. This is the picture the people now Jiving 
in those states have in mind. The long marches in the 
cold of the northern winters, and the heat of the desert 
summer suns—battle after battle, costing many lives 
and great suffering and hardships, does not find a place 
in it. 

“In the summer of 1866 I left Fort Riley (then the 
western terminal of the railroad), in command of my 
company, and remained with it every day without ab- 
sence on any account until the fall of 1876. During 
that time we were engaged in campaigns that carried 
us by the way of New Mexico and Arizona to the mouth 
of the Rio Grande. All this time we were strangers to 
any of the appointments of civilization, and much of 
the time further (in point of time) from home than are 
our troops now in the Philippines. We never saw a 
school house, a church, a theater, or any place of amuse- 
ment outside of the sutler’s store—which was our club 
and assembly room and post-office. I remember well 
the dedication of the hospital at Fort Bayard, New 
Mexico. There were but two ladies in the garrison. 
One-half the officers wore ribbons on their left arms 
to balance partners for the dance that was a great suc- 
cess, and lasted until the small hours of the morning. 

“Our mails were received but once a month, when the 
Indians did not interfere, and they often did. Our 
quarters were as a rule of adobe built by the troops, 
and our bath tubs vinegar barrels cut in two. The long 
distances were covered by marching by both officers and 
men. My service was in no way exceptional. It was 
the rule that then obtained. There was little distinc- 
tion and less promotion. Custer was killed as a lieu- 
tenant colonel; and Gibbon was shot while a colonei, 
although both had seen service entitling them to the 
rank of general. For all the service rendered by offi- 
cers in these Indian wars no man ever received the 
single star. Our colonels were all men having had 
large commands in the Civil War, and promotion for 
many years was made on that account. While there 
was little promotion, there was no complaint. Isn’t 
even this poorly drawn picture worthy of your admira- 
tion? It is the history of the Army you young men are 
now a part of. You are building on these lines and will 
continue to do so for all time. That’s the American 
Army of it. I often read in the head lines of the news- 
papers: What is the matter with the Army? I will 
answer in the vernacular of the day: ‘The Army is all 
right!’ It has always been all right; and it will con- 
tinue to be all right! It has stood tests that would 
have destroyed it, had it not been all right. This is 
true to the mind of every educated officer. The doubters 
are outsiders who have theories, but who have never 
faced a condition of service; and writers who delight 
to essay most about those things of which they know 
the least. I have read after so many of these enter- 
taining gentlemen, of the Spanish War, for instance, its 
lessons, ete., that I have at times almost been persuaded 
that the American and not the troops of the proud and 
valiant Spain went down to defeat; and yet notwith- 
standing all this, no army or navy ever won such 
momentous victories in so short a time and with so 
little cost of life and treasure as we did in that war. 
While the battles of Santiago and Manila Bay were not 
great battles as compared with those of other wars— 
they will live as long as history is recorded, because of 
the lasting importance that followed in changed geo- 
graphy, and yet more than this, of the uplift of mil- 
lions of people. It was but one hundred and twelve 
days from beginning to the end of the war with Spain. 
And following it, the work done by you in the Philip- 
pines has been so varied and important that the time 
allotted me only admits of bare mention of it. 

“Fhe China Relief Expedition under the brave Chaffee 
was one of great moment and of far reaching influence. 
Operating with the allied armies of other nations, our 
officers and men, by their soldierly conduct, general 
efficiency and modern equipment, won praise from all: 
and the officers and soldiers of other armies carried to 
their home country glowing accounts of the American 





Army. This has given us a better standing with all 
Europe than we ever had before. That which came in 
for the highest praise, however, was our Army mule. 

“The late Count Waldersee said to me that our en- 
listed men were the best looking and most intelligent 
he had ever seen. He also said that the map of China 
compiled by our Colonel Simpson, of the War Depart- 
ment, was the best of any, and that he found it won- 
derfully correct. Out of this experience have come many 
good things—among these an awakened public interest 
in the Service, a larger Army and Navy, a more. per- 
fect organization, and the General Staff, whose duty it 
is to build up and keep apace with the march of events 
and inventions. Bear in mind that your task is to 
make better that which is already good. No system, 
however good, will ever succeed with incapable or in- 
competent men in command. After all it is competent 
officers and trained men that the Army and Navy must 
depend upon in war. You best fit yourselves for the 
highest duties by doing well and faithfully the so-called 
little things of each passing day. Oftentime the aggre- 
gation of these duties well done makes the world call 
men great. 

“You have a Commander-in-Chief who believes in the 
Army and Navy; and you have a Commander-in-Chief 
elect who believes in the Army and Navy. Your im- 
mediate future is assured. The efficiency and progress 
and continued good name of the Service are in your own 
keeping. From a knowledge born of long experience, 
I, in common with other citizens of the Republic, re- 
joice that both Services are possessed of that spirit of 
progressiveness and competency.” 


STREAM FLOW AND DEFORESTATION. 
Engineer Office, U.S. Army, Pittsburg, Pa., 
Dee. 15, 1908. 
To THE EDIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your editorial of Dec. 12, entitled “One on the En- 
gineer Corps,” there appears the statement that “the 
destruction of trees has caused an excessive variation of 
stream volume.” It is not surprising that you should 
give expression to such an opinion in view of the multi- 
tudinous assertions of this character that have been 
made, mainly in the interests of the forestry propaganda. 
Such assertions persistently repeated, and re-echoed on 
all sides, without reference to the actual facts, or through 
misinterpretation of isolated facts, may even come for a 
time to be regarded as representing the universal experi- 
ence of mankind. You will observe, however, that it is 
after all only a question of fact readily ascertainable by 
reference to the records of river stages. I inclose here- 
with a diagram showing the highest and lowest stages 
every year for which records are available, for the Con- 
necticut river at Springfield, Mass.: the Ohio at Pitts- 
burg and Cincinnati: the Mississippi at St. Louis, and 
the Tennessee at Chattanooga. 

These records give extreme stages of stream flow from 
drainage areas that have been most largely affected by 
the process of deforestation, and cover the periods, gen- 
erally, of its greatest activity. They do not represent 
theories, but facts forming a real and significant part of 
the experience of mankind. You will notice that they 
do not support the view so commonly expressed that 
fioods and low waters have been attaining unprecedented 
extremes in recent years. In only one of the five places 
has a recent flood surpassed all former records, and in 
this case it is only half a foot higher than the flood of 
1832, which came from an almost unbroken primeval fov- 
est. Moreover, the local and anomalous character of this 
great flood of 1907 at Pittsburg is shown by the fact that 
on both the Allegheny and the Monongahela, thirty miles 
and more above Pittsburg, this flood was considerably be- 
low former records, 

The Chattanooga record is particularly instructive on 
this question, as it gives the annual extremes of flow from 
a large area of the Southern Appalachian Mountains, 
which are said to have suffered severely from deforesta- 
tion, accompanied by extensive denudation and erosion 
of slopes. You will note that here the highest floods of 
record. in the order of height. were in 1867, 1875. 1886, 
1884, 1890, 1902, and so on, the last one mentioned being 
about twenty-five feet less than the first. ’ 

At Springfield the highest was in 1854, at Cincinnati 
in 1884, at St. Louis in 1785. 

The best authorities on this subject appear to agree 
that the great controlling factors that determine stream 
flow are the rainfall and temperature, the influence of 
forests being relatively insignificant.

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DOUBLE TIME IN WAR WITH SPAIN. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

While a few officers of Civi] War fame still remain 
on the active list of the Army, the passing of the Civil 
War veteran from the ranks has been accomplished, and 
nowhere can be found ameng the enlisted men one that 
has seen service in the war of the Rebellion. Congress 
humanely granted these men double time toward retire- 
ment for Civil War service, thereby enabling them to re- 
tire befcre the grim reaper gathered them in. When 
the war against Spain was declared in April, 1898,. the 
Army then consisted of nearly 25,000 men, and upon 
them devolved the hardest part of the campaign, and 
unto them was due in greater part the success of the at- 
tack upon the Spanish forces in Cuba. 

These men have never received any of the emoluments 
allowed others who enlisted subsequent to the declaration 
of war. for two years or for the war, as the latter were 
granted two months extra pay and the privilege of dis- 
charge under provisions of G.O. 40, 1898, with transpor- 
tation to the place of their enlistment. All of them took 
advantage of the latter clause, and many of them re-en- 
listed the following day, and the amount gained by this 
transaction was considerable to each individual. In 
many eases the services rendered by these soldiers were 
of a minor nature. as those who constituted the Regular 
Army were rushed to the front and the war completed 
hefore the newly enlisted could be equipped and sent to 
join the Army at the seat of action. Still they received 
many bonuses that were denied their more unfortunate 
comrades in arms. ’ : ode 

A few of the men of ’ninety-eight stil] remain in the 
Service, and while it is not expected that they will receive 
any financial benefits at this late day, it would be grati- 
fying to have Congress pass, as a tribute to these men,.a 
hill allowing double time for retirement, for service 
during the Spanish War in its entirety. ; 
PHAWTASMAL. 
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The report of inspection made by a special board of 
officers from the Maine and Alabama during the stop of 
these vessels at Guam has been received at the Navy 
Department. The board consisted of Capt. Giles B. 
Harber, Lieut. Comdr. T. P. Magruder, Lieut. Comdr. 
W. J. Terhune, with Lieut. Ralph Karle as recorder. 
The board had the assistance of Surg. M. S. Elliott in 
a special inspection of the leper and gangosa colonies. 
Capt. R. D. Cutts made a report on the marine detach- 
ment stationed on the island. Paymr. E. T. Hoopes 
reported on finances, and Capt. E. J. Dorn on the gov- 
ernment. The board recommended that the island be 
granted free trade with the United States, as it had with 
Spain. There is a need there of more and better 
teachers, and also of Catholic priests from the United 
States who will teach the English language rather than 
Spanish. All the teaching there now is in Spanish. It 
is suggested that it would be well to station a navy 
chaplain there. The capitation tax of $8 a year on 
every male is regarded as burdensome. Efforts to im- 
prove the livestock and the agricultural occupations of 
the people are urged. There is at present but one goose 
on the island and but few hens and turkeys. There is 
need of more horses, and there should be steps taken to 
show the people how to raise bananas. The board recom- 
mended a subsidized steamer to ply between the island 
and Manila, which is the nearest market. Bees should, 
they think, be introduced to help the pollenation of many 
fruits that grow but poorly. The island needs appropri- 
ations for harbor improvement, roads, libraries, water 
and fire systems. Special mention is made of the valu- 
able work of W. E. Safford, formerly a lieutenant in the 
Navy, on the botany of useful plants on the island as an 
indication as to how the condition of the local industries 
might be bettered.

In his hearing before the House Naval Committee 
Dec. 11, Major Gen. George F. Elliott, commanding the 
U.S. Marine Corps, was asked his opinion of the recent 
order taking the corps off the vessels of the Navy. Gen- 
eral Elliott had no hesitation in saying that in his judg- 
ment the order was prompted by a mistaken idea of the 
duty which from the beginning of the government the 
Marine Corps was organized to perform. As a mobile 
divisible force of infantry prepared at an hour’s notice 
in every part of the world wherever the government 
might, under necessity, desire to maintain its authority, 
no better one was conceivable. The Naval Committee 
has gone on and made the usual appropriations for the 
pay and maintenance of the Marine Corps, and it is the 
general view that action will be taken that will reverse 
the executive order sooner or later. Several officers of 
the corps who attended General Elliott before the com- 
mittee on examination also said that they did not regard 
the order as a wise one, justified by any condition of 
facts or any exigency of the service. During the hear- 
ing Representative Butler, of Pennsylvania, whose son 
is an officer in the corps, expressed the purpose of pre- 
paring a bill placing the corps in the Army if possible 
as a machine gun corps with a distinct status as a corps 
having promotion within its organization. The proposi- 
tion of Major General Wood was discussed, which is to 
make the corps over into five regiments of Infantry and 
coalesce them with the Army. Examination of this 
plan has discovered many obstacles. An officer’s com- 
mission is a vested right, and it is claimed that Congress 
would never agree to mingle the Marine Corps in the 
Infantry of the Army and overslaugh hundreds of offi- 





cers who have had many years of service by mingling . 


in their grades officers of the Marine Corps, who have 
had, in many instances, hardly half their service. 
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The Secretary of War having decided that campaign 
badges are a part of the uniform and that their issue to

A requisi- 
tion for campaign badges for issue to the Organized Mili- 
tia will be accompanied by the lists, in duplicate, of offi- 
cers and enlisted men entitled to the same, as prescribed 
in paragraph 8, G.O.. No. 129, W.D., series of 1908. 
When these lists shall have been verified from the records 
of the War Department and duly approved, the badges 
will be sent by the Quartermaster General to the proper 
officers of the Organized Militia for distribution,

The trial by G.C.M. at Manila, P.I., of Major Charles

A. Murphy, 1st U.S. Cav., and Major Hanson B. Ely, 
26th U.S. Inf., alleged that prejudice on the part of the 
convening authority was shown by Brigadier General 
Mills resigning from the Board of Directors of the Army 
and Navy Club of Manila because his colleagues on the 
board refused to disclose information concerning alleged 
worthless checks passed to the secretary of the club by 
Major Clarke, who was then posted for debt. Lieut. 
Col. Wilber E. Wilder, Asst. Inspr. Gen., applied, under 
instructions from General Mills, as department com- 
mander, for the facts. The Judge Advocate, Major 
Henry M. Morrow, U.S.A., repudiated the alleged bias 
of General Mills and said Major Clarke’s conduct was 
a public scandal in the Army of the Philippines. The 
—, rejected the plea and the trial was ordered con- 
inued. 
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In his recent address to the New York State Command- 
ery of the M.O.L.L., Mayor George B. McClellan of 
New York city said that the soldiers of the Republic 
made up the great conservative force of the land.

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The President may be expected within a few days to 
name a Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering to 
succeed Rear Admiral Barton, who is to be retired for 
physical disability incurred in the line of duty.

Gustav Kaemmerling, who is stationed at Boston, as 
inspector, has been entered on the list of candidates this 
week.

The Secretary of the Treasury in his annual report, 
just issued, recommends the removal of the Revenue 
Cutter Service School of Instruction from its present 
location at Arundel Cove, about seven miles from Balti- 
more, to Fort Trumbull, on the Thames river, near New 
London, Conn. “The people of Baltimore want the 
school to stay where it is,” says the Washington Eve- 
ning Star, “and steps are to be taken to remove the 
objections raised by the Secretary to the present loca- 
tion. It has been suggested that old Fort McHenry be 
turned over to the Revenue Cutter Service for the school. 
It is possible this proposition may be taken up seriously 
during the present session of Congress. It is argued 
that the school should be kept in the vicinity of the 
National capital, and the Fort McHenry site would be 
an admirable one for the school and one that would be 
acceptable to the Revenue Cutter Service officials.” 
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The Adjutant General of the Army received Dec. 15 
the following despatch from General Bliss, commanding 
the Department of the Philippines: ‘Transport Sheri- 
dan sailed Dec. 15; 25 sick, 20 general prisoners, 77 cas- 
uals, and the following military passengers: Joseph W.

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Assistant Secretary of War Robert Shaw Oliver went 
before the House Military Committee Dec. 17 when the 
committee considered the Volunteer Army bill, which has 
been before Congress since the beginning of last session. 
General Oliver took up each section of the bill and ex- 
plained it. showing it was desirable to provide a general 
statute under which in time of war Congress could pro- 
ceed to authorize the organization of a large army. Step 
by step he described the system proposed which should 
consist of the Regular Army, the National Guard or 
state militia and the national militia or Volunteers, all 
of which should form the Army of the United States in 
time of war. 
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In reply to a complaint from the Adjutant General of 
Connecticut, Gen. George M. Cole, that the War Depart- 
ment was filling his requisitions with antiquated ma- 
terial, the Quartermaster General stated that old material 


on hand was being worked off on the Army as well as on 
the Militia until the supply should be exhausted. To this 
General Oliver, as Acting Secretary of War, objects, say- 
ing that a clear distinction should be drawn between mili- 
tary stores provided by the funds appropriated under Sec. 
1661, Rev. Stat., and the Act of May 27, 1908, and those 
provided for the regular establishment from the annual 
Army appropriation. “All requisitions for governors of 
states for military stores for the organized militia should 
be filled by supplying the latest authorized models, types 
or patterns of such stores provided for the Regular Army. 
If such be not on hand in sufficient quantities to be issued 
directly they should be procured ‘by purchase or manufac- 
ture’ at the earliest practicable date as contemplated by 
Section 13 of the Militia act as amended. It is not

thought proper to ask or expect the organized militia to 
assist in working off discarded models, types, or patterns, 
which have been purchased in the past from Army ap- 
propriation funds and which have been kept in storage 
so long as to become obsolete.” 


As an example of what an enlisted man of the Army 
can save while on the active list, it is interesting to 
note that Post Q.M. Sergt. Charles Harvey, U.S.A., on 
Dec. 14, 1908, drew from Col. George R. Smith, chief 
paymaster of the Department of California, $13,000, 
the amount he has saved from his pay through the Army 
deposit plan. This is the second largest sum the chief 
paymaster of this department has ever paid to a soldier. 
Reside this amount Sergeant Harvey, who has just been 


retired, will draw for the rest of his life $67.50 a month 
as retired pay. 





The Navy Department has investigated the alleged at- 
tempt to shorten the sentence of a man named Dan 
Fewksbury, convicted in the police court at Detroit 
Mich., of an attempt to rob a safe, on the : 
that he would enlist in the Navy. The Ferarey end 
cuting attorney for Wayne County, Mich, L. W. Me- 
Clear, has furnished the Department with a statement 
showing that Fewksbury was sentenced to the House of 
Correction ninety days for stealing a pair of shoes. 
Neither the judge nor the prosecuting attorney said a 
word about the man’s enlisting in the Navy. The attor- 
ney who defended Fewksbury said the latter would enlist 
as soon as he had served his sentence. The man was 
given the maximum ‘sentence and is now serving it. 








Bids for furnishing supplies for the eight new steel 
ships building at Fore River for the United States Army 
were opened on Dec. 15 by Major Thomas Cruse, U.S.A., 
depot quartermaster, at his office in Boston, Mass. Twen- 
ty-nine bids were received from private individuals and 
concerns, mostly in Boston. The first of the new boats 
for the use of the Q.M. Department to be finished was 
the Gen. Robert Anderson, which was tried on Dec. 15 
over the two-thirds-mile course near Peddocks island with 
representatives and a crew of the Fore River works, and 
a representative of the government on board. .

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral William H. Emory, U.S.N., who was 
retired on Dec. 17, 1908, on account of the age limit, 
is a son of the late Brig. Gen. William H. Emory, U.S.A. 
Rear Admiral Emory was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1866, and has had an active naval career. 
One of his memorable cruises was as commander of the 
U.S.8. Bear of the Greely Relief Expedition in 1884. 
Among other vessels he served in were the Iroquois on the 
Asiatic Station, gunnery ship Constellation, Hartford of 
the Asiatic Station, Franklin of the European Station, 
Trenton of the European Station ; commanding the Thetis 
en special service in the North Pacific; commanding U.

She watched, with half-slumbering eyes, 
The torture of her powers at their play ; 
Then gave herself with all her passionate soul— 
And that—is a woman’s way.” 

This poem, called “Defiance,” justifies its title: 

“Oh, God! Why should I grope my weary way, 

Afraid to firmly place my feet, . 

For fear of stepping on some creed of Thine, 

Or breaking some command I should obey? 

And God, how couldst Thou judge me 

If I should tread upon them both, 

Should cast Thy word off and be free 

To walk erect upon the path I chose? 

For it was Thou who made me as I am 

And left me with Temptation hand in hand.”

These waves of 
superstition spread farther back than we can _ possibly 
trace out. Let us go back to the year 1521, when Ma- 
gellan, the Portuguese navigator, established himself in 
what are now the Philippine Islands, under a_protec- 
torate exercised by a king of Spain. It was then the 
custom, and is to this day in some parts of the islands, 
to give to a person who is a thief, or suspected of being 
one, a large leaf. If he brings back the stolen articles 
under the leaf then he is not guilty. If he does not and 
he is found then he. or she, as the case may be, is sub- 
merged in water. Providing the person so submerged 
comes to the surface he is not guilty. If he does not 
then he is guilty. This is in a measure like the ducking 
stools which obtained as institutions in Danvers, Salem 
and at other places n New England. These manifesta- 
tions of witchcraft in the Philippines were undoubtedly 
in other parts of the world. Why, and where, they origi- 
nally started, we cannot say.”

Two of the 
members of the executive committee were elected to fill 
existing vacancies and the other to succeed Major F. J. 
Kernan, General Staff. The secretary-treasurer of the 
Association is Capt. H. C. Clark, Army War College, 
who is also editor of the Infantry Journal. 

Capt. L. C. Scherer, 4th Cav., U.S.A., constructing 
quartermaster of Fort Meade, and Capt. James J. Horn- 
brook, Pay Dept., of Omaha, who were classmates at 
West Point. had a pleasant casual meeting in Deadwood, 
S.D., recently, and noting their reunion the Pioneer- 
Times of that city says: “Captains Scherer and Horn- 
brook are of the class of officers and gentlemen who make 
Americans so proud of the standing Army and its person- 
nel. While on duty they are all officer, and when off 
duty they are delightfully companionable. Each has at- 
tained the highest honors and responsibilities of his rank, 
and while they have had several years of hard service at 
home and in our island possessions, it has only developed 
them into perfect physical, mental and moral manhood 
with not the slightest trace of dissipation or neglect to 
properly care for the physical man. They leave the im- 
pression of ideal soldiers.” 
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THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, in his annual report lays chief stress on the need 
of increasing his corps, which is so deficient in strength 
that it is impossible to make any adequate provision for 
the indispensable service of lines of information for the 
mobile Army. The United States is vitally weak in a 
service where it should be strongest. Only three field 
companies of Signal Corps troops can be provided and 





there is not a single field company anywhere available 
east of the Missouri River. Probably no branch of the 
mobile Army has a greater need for efficient electrical 
signaling equipment than the Field Artillery, due to the 
increasing use of indirect fire and the necessity for com- 
plete control for fire and direction when a number of 
batteries are operating together. In the case of war the 
Corps would be obliged to depend largely upon the or- 
ganized militia, which has 76 commissioned officers and 
1,035 enlisted men, or about one per cent. of the total 
force. The American Army is the only one that has rec- 
ognized the tactical and strategical importance of signal 
service, and has placed it under a separate corps. Thus 
we should have a great advantage over foreign armies 
with an adequate force which should be 2 1-2 per cent. 
of the total regular Army of 150,000 men; and 300,000 
organized militia is required for the first line. 

The scheme of irstruction for officers of high rank by 
telegraphic maneuvers which has already been described 
in our synopsis of the report of the Secretary of War, is 
set forth by General Allen, who says: “Such maneuvers 
could be carried out with comparatively small expense in 
the different states with the organized militia or the Na- 
tional Guard, and also by the different department com- 
manders in their own departments.” 3 

The Washington-Alaska telegraphic system continues 
to work satisfactorily. The entire chain of wireless tele- 
graph stations under installation in Alaska has been suc- 
cessfully completed and is at present handling commer- 
cial traffic. Some form of government control of wireless 
telegraphy is absolutely indispensable. In military aero- 
nauties, the contract for the purchase of one dirigible 
balloon has been fulfilled, and the balloon is at present 
used for the training of officers and men. The contract 
with the Wright Brothers for a heavier-than-air flying 
machine has not yet been completely fulfilled, due to de- 
plorable accident. “The past year has proved an epoch- 
making one in the progress of practical aeronautics, while 
at the present moment results are being obtained so rap- 
idly as to convince any serious mind that the age of me- 
chanical flight is finally at hand.” 

Satisfactory reports have been received from the Army 
Signal School at Fort Leavenworth. About 75 per cent. 
of the Army, 634 organizations, have been equipped with 
a visual signaling outfit. Special attention has been 
given to fire-control work in the Departments of the East, 
the Gulf, California and the Columbia. The former difli- 
culty. in securing adequate enlistments has not been ex- 
perienced this year. 





ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The Governor of Ohio having designated Col. Edward 
T. Miller A,Q,M, General of Ohio, as the authorized offi- 


cer of the state to present requests for purchases under 
the provisions of Section 17 of the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, 
the Chief of Ordnance decides as follows: “It is recog- 
nized that paragraph 44 of the Regulations of the War 
Department governing the organized militia requires that 
public property issued to the organized militia shall be 
receipted for by the governoy of the state, but it is not 
thought that the law requires that the governor of the 
state shall personally give such receipts.” In an indorse- 
ment on the foregoing letter, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral renders an opinion: A question arose in 1903, in 
the operation of Section 17 of the general militia law, 
as to whether the request for a cash purchase, in the op- 
eration of that section, could be made by the Adjutant 
General of a state. In that connection it was said by 
this office that: “Section 17 of said militia act provides 
that the ‘state, territory,’ etc., ‘may, with the approval of 
the Secretary of War, purchase for cash’ additional sup- 
plies, but makes no express provision as to who shall be 
recognized as acting for the state in the matter. How- 
ever, having in view other provisions recognizing the gov- 
ernor as the proper state officer, and in view of the fact 
that he represents the executive authority of the state, I 
am of opinion that the application for the purchase 
should be signed by him or by some officer representing 
him in the matter. such as the Adjutant General of the 
state, and preferably, should purport to be made by his 
authority. However, if made by the Adjutant General, 
it may, it is thought, be assumed that it is authorized by 
the governor.” I, therefore, concur in the view of the 
Chief of Ordnance that, so long as the requisitions and 
requests for the purchase of the stores and supplies are 
signed by the governor of a state or territory, the law 
does not, in terms, require that officer to sign the receipts, 
a duty which may be vested by the governor in an officer 
of the state militia. (D.M.A. 2564, Dec. J.A.G., 11-5-08.)

That nothing herein contained shall be construed 
so as to reduce the pay and allowances now authorized by 
law or executive orders for any petty officer or enlisted man 
of the Navy on either the active or retired list. 

H.R. 23448, Mr. Huff.—For the reinstatement of William T. 
Rossell, jr., and Henry G. Weaver as cadets in the U.S: Mili- 
tary Academy. (Same as S. 7486.) - 

H.R. 23469, Mr. Cravens.—Fixing the number of infantry

H.R. 23709, Mr. Fulton.—To establish an enlisted men’s 
naval academy, which shall be open only to enlisted men of 
the Navy of the U.S. as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. That the object and purpose of said academy shall 
be to train and educate the enlisted men of the Navy of the 
U.S. in the duties of their calling, to increase their efficiency, 
to fit them for promotion, and to give them a general educa- 
tion. The course of study shall be similar to that of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, but shall be so graded as to meet 
the qualifications of those entering. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby author- 
ized and directed to procure, by gift, donation, purchase, or 
condemnation, a suitable tract of land for the site of said 
academy which shall comprise not less than 100 acres and 
cost not to exceed $100,000, and be located on the seacoast 
of the U.S. As soon as the title of said tract of land is vested 
in the U.S. the Secretary of the Treasury shall draw plans, 
to be approved by the Secretary of the Navy, for the neces- 
sary buildings to be erected on said site and enter into con- 
tracts for the immediate construction of said buildings. 

Sec. 4. That said academy shall be under the control 
and management of a board of regents consisting of seven 
persons, to be appointed by the President of the U.S. for a 
term of four years, and of the Secretary of the Navy, the 
chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs of the House of 
Representatives, and the chairman of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of the Senate of the United States, who shall be ex- 
officio members of said board. The members of said board 
shall be paid their necessary traveling expenses while engaged 
in performing their duties as members of said board. 

Sec. 5. That any enlisted man in the Navy of the U.S. 
who has served in the Navy of the U.S. for a period of not 
less than two years, and who is under the age of 25 years, 
and who has, or is entitled to, an honorable discharge may, on 
re-enlistment for a period of four years, elect to spend the first 
two years of said enlistment in said enlisted men’s naval 
academy; and at the end of said two years in the naval acad- 
emy such enlisted man shall be given a rating by the faculty 
of said academy such as his qualifications entitle him to, and 
from and after said time and as long as he remains in the 
Navy of the U.S. as an enlisted man or otherwise he shall 
be entitled to promotion through the regular line of the Navy 
in accordance with his ability, fitness and qualifications. At 
the end of such period of re-enlistment, and upon the approval 
of the Secretary of the Navy, said enlisted man may re-enlist 
in the Navy of the U.S. for a period of twenty years, and 
on said re-enlistment he shall be allowed to spend the first 
two years thereof in said academy. 

Sec. 6. That during times of war the right to attend said 
academy as provided herein shall terminate, and the Secretary 
of the Navy may at any time, when in his opinion the safety 
of the Government requires it, order the enlisted men attending 
said academy to sea duty. 

Appropriates $500,000.

G.O. 194, DEC. 3, 1908, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Pars. 1136, 1175 and 1177, Army Regulations, are amended 
to read as follows: 

1136. The following persons are entitled at public expense 
to a double berth in a sleeping car, seat in a parlor car, or to 
the customary stateroom accommodations on steamers where 
extra charge is made for the same: Officers of the Army when 
traveling on duty with troops; Army nurses, civilian clerks, 
and agents in the military service, and licensed officers of the 
transport service and of the harbor boat service of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department when traveling under orders on public 
business; and also invalid soldiers when traveling under 
orders without troops, on the certificate of a medical officer 
showing the necessity therefor. The enlisted attendants ac- 
companying invalid soldiers are entitled to dations 
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office of the Quartermaster General of the Army and do not 
form part of the annual money allowance for clothing. 

1177. There will also be issued to troops stationed in 
extremely cold regions, when the necessity for such issue is 
certified by the post commander, fur or blanket lined over- 
coats, and blanket lined caps, but only to men performing 
guard duty or other necessary outdoor duty when exposure to 
weather would jeopardize life or limb by freezing. These 
overcoats and caps will not be char; to the enlisted men 
but will remain the property of the United States.

G.O. 196, DEC. 4, 1908, WAR DEPT. 

Par. 131, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. No. 128, 
W.D., Aug. 12, 1908, is further amended to read as follows: 

131. An enlisted man who absents himself from his post or 
company without authority will forfeit all pay and allowances 
accruing during such absence, and, unless serving an enlist- 
ment entered upon prior to May 11, 1908, will be required to 
make good the time lost by such absence. If serving an en- 
listment entered upon prior to May 11, 1908, he can not be 
required, by sentence of court-martial or otherwise, to make 
good the time lost, except as provided in the 48th Article of 
War; but the period of absence will not be regarded as service 
in the computation of continuous service pay under the laws 
existing prior to the Act of Congress approved May 11, 1908, 
or for retirement. No man will be reported a deserter until 
after the expiration of ten days (should he remain away that 
length of time), unless the company commander has reason to 
believe that the absentee does not intend to return; but com- 
manding officers will take steps to apprehend soldiers absent 
without leave as soon as the fact of that absence is reported. 
Should the soldier not return, or not be apprehended, within 
the time named, his desertion will date from the commence- 
ment of the unauthorized absence. An absence without leave 
of less than one day will not be noted upon the muster rolls.

Presi- 
dent Roosevelt approved the findings and sentence, but gpl

military post. The finding reached by a court composed of 
officers of the highest rank and broadest experience is a suf- 
ficient refutation of the bstantial def that the de- 
plorable practices which have been found to exist at Fort 
Wayne prevailed, or would have been tolerated, elsewhere in 
the military establishment.

CIR. 93, NOV. 30, 1908, WAR DEPT. 
_ The following decisions of the Secretary of War are pub- 
lished to the Army for the information and guidance of all 
concerned: 

1. Place of last enlistment, in connection with allowance 
of transportation to a military convict—In the case of a man 
who enlisted Sept. 24, 1897, at Fort Brady, Mich. and de- 
serted Oct. 2, 1897, a private, Co. E, 19th Inf.; again en- 
listed April 9, 1902, at Menominee, Mich., and deserted June 
1902, a private, Troop H, 13th Cavalry; again enlisted Nov. 
6, 1907, at Jefferson Barracks, Mo.; was convicted by a gen- 
eral court martial of fraudulent enlistment and sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge and confinement at the United States 
Military Prison, and who was dishonorably discharged as a 
recruit, 16th Recruit Company, Jefferson Barracks, Mo., was 
accepted as the place of last enlistment for the purpose of 
computing the transportation to be allowed to him upon his 
release from confinement. The trial of this man for desertion 
from either his first or second enlistment was barred by the 
limitation of the 103d Article of War; accordingly his enlist- 
ment of Nov. 6, 1907, was recognized, and a dishonorable dis- 
charged imposed as of that enlistment. 

This decision is not in contradiction of, but is supplemental 
to, the decision published in paragraph 1, Circular No. 55, 
War Department, June 30, 1908. The effect of these de- 
cisions is to establish that the enlistment as of which a man 
is tried, sentenced, and dishonorably discharged shall be. ac- 
cepted as determining the place of last enlistment for the pur- 
pose of computing the transportation to be allowed to him upon 
= — from the United States Military Prison or any braneh 
thereof. 

2. Authority to discharge an enlisted man “without honor” 
on certificate of disability—-A department commander may dis- 
charge ‘‘without honor’ on certificate of disability an enlisted 
man who as the result of any vicious habit has become in- 
capacitated for the performance of his military duties. 

3. Sea travel other than on Government transport—Officer 
traveling without troops not furnished transportation by Quar- 
termaster’s Department.—A transportation request for sea travel 
on behalf of an officer traveling without troops on a vessel 
other than a Government transport cannot be issued by the 
Quartermaster’s Department in the operation of the laws gov- 
erning transportation and mileage. An officer traveling by 
sea and not on a Government transport must pay for his 
transportation, subject to subsequent reimbursement by the 
Pay Department, for the expenses actually incurred by him 
in the performance of the journey.

The other, which presents the officer in dress uniform 
and is from a later year in his life, goes to West West, 
where it will be hung in Cullum Hall. The portraits 
were painted for a large number of officers, representing 
every branch of the Service, who desired to have a suit- 
able memorial of him placed at the Academy from which 
he was graduated and which all his life he honored, and 
also at the great Army school in which he took such a 
deep interest and for which he labored devotedly many 
years. The old friends of Colonel Wagner have found 
great pleasure in these portraits while they were on ex- 
hibition in General Murray’s office. 
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The expectation that the harbor of San Pedro is to be 
fortified is premature. A special board provided for in 
legislation following the effort to secure an appropriation 
last session of Congress to fortify the place has completed 
its report on the estimates of cost to fortify San Pedro. 
This board consists of Major Biddle, Engr. Corps, and 
Col. L. Lundeen, C.A.C. Their action is not to determine 
that San Pedro shall be fortified but what it would cost 
if it were to be done. The Board of Fortification is not 
understood to be in favor of the plan. It is regarded 
as essential that Puget Sound, San Francisco, the mouth 
of the Columbia River and San Diego shall be fortified. 
The latter place is not in much need of defenses as the 
water there is so shallow that there is little danger. 
Under international law Los Angeles cannot be attacked 
unless its harbor is fortified. Meanwhile there are up- 
ward of thirty projects of fortification on both coasts 
that are but partially finished, and it is believed that it 
is wiser to appropriate money to finish the work of de- 
fense for the large cities that are in actual danger in 
case of foreign war. 
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INCREASE OF THE INFANTRY. 


It is to be hoped that Congress will find time to give 
attention to the bill (H.R. 23469) introduced into the 
House of Representatives to increase the Infantry, for 
there is no bill of greater importance before Congress. 
The Infantry has been too long neglected and here is an 
opportunity to make good that neglect. The bill doubles 
the number of Infantry regiments, but makes the increase 
gradual, so that the full strength will not be obtained un- 
til after five years. It also provides for a Chief of In- 
fantry. The text of the bill, of which we shall have 
something to say later on, is as follows: 

H.R. 23469, Mr. Cravens.—Fixing the number of infantry 
regiments in the U.S. Army, providing for a chief of infantry, 
and so forth. That the Infantry of the Regular Army of the 
U.S., including the existing regiments of Infantry, shall con- 
sist of a Chief of Infantry and 60 regiments: Provided, That 
the regiments of Infantry shall be constituted as provided by 
existing law: And provided further, That the increase in the 
number of regiments authorized by this act shall be made 
gradually, as provided in Section 2 hereof. 

Sec. 2. That five of the additional regiments shall be or- 
ganized immediately after the passage of this act, and five 
of said additional regiments shall be organized on July 1, 1909, 
and thereafter, on each succeeding first day of July after the 
said year 1909, there shall be organized not more than five 
nor less than three of the remaining additional regiments until 
the total regiments of Infantry, as stated in Section 1 of this 
act, shall have been provided: Provided, That upon a declara- 
tion of war by Congress, or a declaration by Congress that 
war exists, the President, in his discretion, may organize the 
aforesaid additional regiments without further delay. 

Sec. 3. That all vacancies created or caused by this act 
in the grades of field officers and captains of Infantry shall 
be filled by promotion according to seniority in the Infantry 
arm of the military service. The vacancies created or caused 
by this act in the grade of lieutenant shall be filled as fol- 
lows: By promotion according to seniority in the Infantry; 
by transfer after due examination of officers of other arms 
of the Service; by appointment of graduated cadets of the 
U.S. Military Academy; by appointment of enlisted men, 
whose fitness for promotion shall have been determined by 
prescribed competitive examination, by appointment of candi- 
dates from civil life, preference being given to members of 
the Organized Militia of the U.S., and to graduates of colleges 
teaching military science and at which an officer of the Army 
is detailed as a professor of military science, and all such 
transfers and appointments shall be made in accordance with 
existing law. 

Sec. 4. That the Chief of Infantry shall be an additional 
member of the General Staff Corps, and his other duties shall 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War. The President may 
appoint as Chief of Infantry, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, an officer selected from the colonels of 
Infantry, who shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of a 
brigadier general, and who shall serve for a period of four 
years unless reappointed for further periods of four years; and 
any officer who shall serve as Chief of Infantry shall, when 
retired, be retired with the rank, pay, and allowances author- 
ized by law for a brigadier general on the retired list. The 
position vacated by an officer appointed Chief of Infantry shall 
be filled by promotion in that arm according to existing law, 
but the officer thus appointed shall continue in the same lineal 
position in his arm which he would have held if he had not 
been so appointed, and shall be an additional number in the 
grade from which he was appointed or to which he may be 
promoted: Provided, That there shall not be at any time in the 
Infantry more than one additional officer by reason of the ap- 
pointment of a Chief of Infantry and the relief of an officer 
from such duty. 

In our article entitled “Our Overworked Infantry,” 
which was published while the matter was being consid- 
ered during the last session of Congress, we showed the 
necessity for the passage of some such bill as this, and 
the sooner attention is given to the matter the better. 
Nothing can be gained by delay. The time has clearly 
come when this cutting and paring to keep our Army 
within the limits of a tenth or twentieth rate power 
should cease and Congress should rise to a comprehension 
of its responsibility in the matter. All of the demands 
of our authorities for an increase of our military and 
naval establishments are strictly within the lines of con- 


servatism and all should be granted. 
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ADDITIONAL OFFICERS’ BILL. 


When the pay bill was up last year for debate in and 
out of Congress there was at one time some slight danger 
that too much debate might kill it. The measure was in 
good hands and had every prospect from the start that it 
would become law. Yet there was in some places a fear 
that when the bill was finally passed it might not grant 
all that some parts of the Services concerned wanted. 
This led to efforts to secure independently of the official 
sponsors of the measure the insertion of clauses that 
would cure actual or fancied ills. But for timely and sa- 
gacious efforts to restrain those who wanted to help the 
bill in this manner the situation would have been fatally 
eonfused and defeat of the bill made morally certain. 
For instance, the difference over the mounted pay ques- 
tion at one time seemed likely to be thrown into a debate 
on the floor of the House. If it had been it would have 
heen there yet. But wiser counsels prevailed and in ten 
words in ten minutes of a conference the whole matter 
was adjusted. And everybody has been satisfied. There 
has not been a single complaint from officers or men 
throughout the Army, with the single exception of that 
coming from certain grades in the Hospital Corps, which 
really receive an increase but comparatively are required 
to give longer service to get it. All this suggests at this 
time that it is safe to trust those who are in charge at 
Washington of the additional officers’ bill. There is an 
imperative necessity for the passage of this measure. 

The War Department has taken pains to secure full data 
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as to the detachment of officers from their organizations 
just as was done preliminary to presenting the pay bill 
to Congress. Capt. Johnson Hagood, C.A.C., who col- 
lected the facts in regard to the depletion of the Army 
in consequence of inadequate pay, has been designated by 
the Chief of Staff for a similar duty in connection with 
the additional officers’ bill, and he has done his work 
quite as thoroughly now as then. The House Military 
Committee has decided to take up the bill for considera- 
tion after the holidays. The sentiment is strong for it 
and the prospect is that the bill has a fair chance to pass. 
But it is to be said that any studied effort to secure to 
any arm of the Service any part of the proposed increase 
is likely to work harm. As the measure now stands it 
is left to the Secretary of War to allot to the various 
arms the percentage of increase decided to be required 
by the work to be done. Any attempt to have such a 
matter distinctly worked out in Congress would be sure 
to confuse the support for the measure and lead to con- 
troversies that would get squarely in the way of the bill. 
No single interest should be permitted to antagonize the 
interest of all, If there should be inequalities remaining 
after the passage of the bill it would be far better to 
leave those to be endured until they can be remedied than 
to imperil the main proposition. 
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HEARINGS BEFORE NAVAL COMMITTEE. 


At a hearing of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs on Dec. 7 Rear Admiral John E. Pillsbury, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, gave his opinion as to the re- 
cent removal of marines from warships. Admiral Pills- 
bury said that 2,000 men would be needed to replace the 
marines on board cruising ships, but he was not asking 
for more men because there would be no new ships com- 
ing on until the Michigan and her mate are ready, about 
a year from now. ‘The vessels going into reserve would 
give a surplus of men to put into these new ships, so 
there would be enough men to replace the marines and 
provide for the new ships. The marines have been re- 
placed on twelve ships already. The removal of marines 
from the ships, he thought, would probably result in a 
demand on Congress for an increased enlistment. Mr. 
Tadgett asked what consideration of public policy neces- 
sitates the removal of marines from the Navy and pu ‘ting 
them into the Army. In reply Admiral Pillsbury said it 
would be a very great mistake to put them in the Army. 
“We want them in the Navy. We do not want them on 
board ship,” he said. “The Navy Department has made 
no recommendation that the marines be put in the Army.” 
He said that a recommendation that had been urged was 
that they should be kept in the Navy but organized in 
companies and battalions, embarked or ready to embark 
on board a suitable vessel when needed and that each 
commander-in-chief should have a body of these men 
ready for any service they may be called on to perform. 
In the Philippines there is now a force of between 700 
and 800 men under the command of the C.I.C., ready to 
be sent anywhere. A battalion or more should be on this 
coast, another force on the Pacific coast and one at Hono- 
lulu or Pearl Harbor. Going into a brief history of the 
marines for the benefit of the committee, Admiral Pills- 
bury referred to the latter-day function of the marines, 
that of keeping riotous sailors in subjection. “Now,” 
said the Admiral, “the riotous sailor men have gone and 
the sailor man is as quiet and intelligent and peaceful 
as any marine that ever existed. The sailor man before 
the Civil War was a pretty riotous individual, especially 
when he was coming back from liberty. All other navies 
have abolished marines except England.” Admiral Pills- 
bury said there are enough transports now to carry the 
marines about as needed under the plan he had outlined. 

At the hearing discussing the estimate for prizes to be 
awarded to the engineer divisions for economy in coal 
consumption, Admiral Pillsbury explained that the com- 
petition from San Francisco to Sydney had resulted in a 
saving of 8,000 tons. One of Admiral Sperry’s ships 
brought down her consumption from about 120 tons a 
day to between 90 and 100 tons. This was done by strict 
economy and gaining in skill. Admiral Pillsbury also ex- 
plained that the difference between the pay of officers un- 
der the old rate and the new, including the retired list, 
aggregated $2,657,587, and for the enlisted men the gain 
was $1,834,968. The Admiral made a plea for changing 
the age of candidates of the Naval Academy. He wanted 
to make a cut from the present average graduation age 
of 22. Promotion would come so much earlier to the 
good of the Service. He saw no reason why they should 
not enter at 15 to 18 years, and he would exclude them 
after 18 years. He didn’t think it would be hard to get 
boys at that age under the present rigid examinations. 
He understood that more boys fail who are just under 20 
than who are just over 16. The entrance examination, 
he thought, would have to be changed but very little. 








It appears from the formal statement of Rear Admiral 
Cowles, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, before the 
House Naval Committee on Dec. 8 that in transporting 
coal from Atlantic ports to the Pacific rates from 50 to 
75 per cent. higher than the rates for foreign bottoms were 
paid to every suitable American vessel offered. No Amer- 
ican vessels were chartered for the fleet because none 
could be had. A Pacific coast shipping company com- 
plained ‘because coal-carrying foreign ships took Pacifie 
cargoes, but, though the Bureau sympathized with the 
company, nothing could be done. The Bureau has made 
it -known to American shipowners that, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so, it will not engage foreign tonnage 


to deliver coal to naval stations on the Atlantic coast. 
To supply the Battleship Pleet 365,320 tons of coal 
were procured at a cost of $1,078,994.59, and the trans- 
portation cost $1,463,845.31. 

Admiral Cowles said we should have twenty modern 
colliers, not including those now in service. They 
should have a sustained speed of at least twelve knots, 
should be of one type only, and should carry 10,000 tons 
each. As the fleet speed increases, so should that of the 
colliers. He preferred colliers all of one speed. No re- 
liance can be placed on the merchant marine to supply 
our needs, and thus we are differently situated from other 
nations and must have permanent naval colliers. As 
soon as there are officers and men enough, it is proposed 
that each collier shall be officered and manned by the 
Navy. The difference would be that, whereas the crew 
of the three new colliers is to be seventy-six officers and 
men each, a Navy crew would be about ten officers and 
150 men. 





The Bureau of Steam Engineering was represented 
before the committee by Comdr. Robert S. Griffin, Asst. 
Chief. He explained that the increase of $650,000 on 
the appropriation of last year was due to the growth 
of the fleet and the necessity for repairing boilers. In 
buying boilers there was no opportunity for competition 
allowed, the department having a decided preference 
for the Babcock and Wilcox. The Belleville has never 
been tried. The Babcock is the only water-tube boiler 
that can be cleaned effectively while in service. It is a 
rugged boiler, which anybody aboard ship can take care 
of. The renewal of tubes is generally not because of 
deflection, but of pitting; small holes are eaten right 
through the tubes, owing to the high ratio of combustion 
at forced draft, which gives about twenty per cent. ad- 
ditional power. 

“Mr. Loud: I came across the Pacific on the Korea 
when she broke the record. She used Japanese coal and 
they seemed to find no trouble in using it and getting 
good results from Japanese coal, and it is a query in the 
minds of business men as to whether there is sufficient 
difference between the American and Japanese coal to 
warrant the enormous amount of freightage out there.” 

Of the $14,540,190 estimated for hulls and outfits of 
vessels and steam machinery, under “increase of the 
Navy,” about forty-five per cent. was for steam engi- 
neering. 





The opinion of the Navy Department as to ammunition 
hoists was explained on Dec. 8 to the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs by Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. The sum of $824,450 is in the 
estimates for “equipment for turret ammunition hoists 
to increase the rapidity, safety and reliability of the 
ammunition supply of all turret vessels authorized previ- 
ous to the Michigan class, but excluding the Amphitrite, 
Miantonomoh, Puritan, Terror and Texas.” Admiral 
Mason said there was much divergence of opinion last 
year, but the unanimous consensus of opinion, the re- 
sult of a long conference on hoists, was for this kind of 
work: “New closed flame-proof ammunition cars, either 
independently or in conjunction with trunking-in the 
hoists; new handling-room arrangement, to be fitted to- 
gether with closed ammunition-hoist cars, either inde- 
pendently or in conjunction with trunking-in the hoists; 
new and improved hydraulic upper and lower buffers for 
turret power ammunition hoists, these to be installed in- 
dependently, with closed ammunition-hoist cars and im- 
proved handling-room arrangements, or in conjunction 
with trunking-in the hoists; handling-room trunk auto- 
matic doors, being entirely new devices, necessary only 
for use with trunked-in hoists; new turret ammunition- 
hoist motors of sufficient capacity to enable ammunition 
to be supplied to the guns at such a rate that the maxi- 
mum rapidity of fire of which the turret installation 
is capable may be obtained; automatic ammunition-hoist 
controllers for all turret ammunition hoists where pro- 
vision for fitting them has not already been made, to 
increase the safety and speed of operation of the motors; 
auxiliary hand hoist for turrets regularly fitted with 
powder hoists, and for improved controllers and pneu- 
matic or hydraulic buffers for all telescopic chain ram- 
mers in service. This is practically the trunking-in and 
making perfectly safe of all the ammunition hoists of the 
turrets of the large guns down to the Michigan class, ex- 
cluding the four large monitors.” 

The Admiral said the two-stage hoist was being put 
in on the South Carolina, Michigan, Utah and Florida, 
but to put the two-stage hoist into the older battleships 
would require $2,000,000. He admitted he had changed 
his mind since last year. Asked by Mr. Hobson whether, 
in view of the useful life period of a battleship, so 
extensive a change was advisable in all those ships, 
Admiral Mason explained that a certain amount of con- 
fidence had been lost in these hoists and he deemed it 
necessary that the open hoists should be closed up to 
make the turrets safe. He also explained the estimate 
for hand hoists for projectiles and ammunition. This 
auxiliary arrangement should be had. All foreign ves- 
sels have them. Urging an appropriation of $200,000 for 
torpedo manufacture, Admiral Mason said it was needed 
to place the United States on the same footing as other 
countries in the manufacture of torpedoes, and because we 
are now very short of the supply necessary for outfitting 
vessels now in service, without considering a reserve sup- 
ply. From 1898 to 1904 no torpedoes were manufac- 
tured or contracted for, and the appropriations since that 
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time have not been sufficient to make up for the. de- 
ficiencies in those years. The resources for the manu- 
facture of torpedoes in this country are not equal to 
the needs of the Navy, and it is not good policy to buy 
torpedoes abroad if it can possibly be avoided. There are 
445 torpedoes of all kinds now on hand, of which nearly 
all are obsolete; in fact, only fifty-five of these can be con- 
sidered up-to-date. Great Britain has 10,000 torpedoes, 
Japan and Germany each 4,000, France 4,000, and these 
countries manufacture annually from 100 to 200 tor- 
pedoes, while the appropriation asked for will enable 
us to manufacture 100 at the most. 
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ENGLAND’S TWO-POWER STANDARD. 


England appears to have dug the grave for her two- 
power pre-eminence when she threw into the domain of 
naval construction the type now known as the Dread- 
nought. As soon as she proved the value of that huge 
floating fortress, she relegated to the scrap heap that 
numerous class of lesser ships of which she possessed 
an overwhelming numerical superiority. Instantly she 
fell practically to the level of the other powers, having 
only the supremacy due to having the brief lead in the 
building of Dreadnoughts. 

Had she been content to wait till some other nation 
set the pace with the Dreadnought type, she might have 
gone on for years with no disputing of her ocean leader- 
ship. This pre-eminence is now sharply challenged by 
Percival A. Hislam, who, in an article in the United 
Service Magazine, calls attention to the fact that the 
introduction of the Dreadnought type has diminished 
the average life of the battleship by just one-half, so that 
in 1912 it will be impossible to reckon as effective any 
battleship whose design antedates 1903. Counting the 
Preadnoughts first of all, the following figures are given 
by Mr. Hislam as showing the number of battleships and 
cruisers of this type, or equal to it, on the system laid 
down in Jane’s Naval War Game, which will be ready 
for sea in 1912; Great Britain, battleships 10, cruisers 4; 
France, 6 and 0; Germany, 10 and 4; Russia, 2 and 0; 
Italy, 4 and 0: United States, 6 and 0; Japan, 7 and 5; 
Brazil, 3 and 0. Hence in 1912 Great Britain will have 
only fourteen Dreadnoughts as against the twenty-six of 
Germany and Japan combined. So if England wishes 
to preserve her two-power lead she must lay down twelve 
ships of the largest proportions in 1909 and 1910, the 
latest date for commencement if they are to be ready 
by 1912. Such a building program would cost. for the 
armored ships alone, without counting the cloud of tor- 
pedo craft and scouts, more than twenty million pounds 
sterling, or more than a hundred million dollars. Nor 
would Great Britain’s position be materially improved 
if those ships were included in the computations, which, 
though not of the Dreadnought era, would still be capable 
of effective service under the temporary ten-year age limit. 
Nine armored cruisers of the Minotaur type would be 
added, but the United States would benefit most, through 
six battleships and ten cruisers being added. The strength 
in armored ships of the four leading powers would be: 
Great Britain, 10 battleships and 13 cruisers; United 
States, 12 and 10; Germany, 10 and 6; Japan, 9 and 9. 
Thus, though England would be numerically superior 
to any one power, it would be behind America in battle- 
ships and just equai Germany, and in all classes a long 
way from a two-power lead. 

In 1912 Great Britain will be confronted with the 
task of adequately defending its home waters against a 
German fleet of sixteen units at least equally powerful, 
ship for ship, and at the same time affording protection 
to her vast commercial interests in the Pacific, where the 
Japanese will have a navy of eighteen units. To reach 
the two-power standard, therefore, of two ships to Ger- 
many’s one, England would have to lay down in the four 
years, 1909-1912, no fewer than thirty-four. ships, for 
Germany in 1912 will, have twenty-four Dreadnoughts 
built and under construction, while the British programs 
so far provide for only fourteen. 

Mr. Hislam is impressed by the tremendous awakening 
across the Atlantic to the need for and value of sea-power. 
How recent this revival is may be seen from the fact 
that of America’s forty-four sea-going armored ships, 
thirty-three have been begun since the opening of this 
century. Even if there are signs of a check in this ex- 
pansion, the position of the United States in the Pacific 
and the opening of the Panama Canal, with its attendant 
responsibilities, will make any check only a temporary 
one. Mr. Hislam thinks that the fact that Admiral 
Sperry’s fleet was greeted in Japanese waters by a fleet 
even greater than his will not tend to create a desire in 
America for naval retrenchment. Not only was Sperry’s 
fieet inferior, but when the battleships return to the 
Atlantic coast, the permanent naval force of the United 
States in the Pacific, eleven armored ships without a 
battleship, compared with that of the Japanese, will be 
insignificant.

There is a decrease of $262,582 in barracks and quar- 
ters: $184,500 in military post exchanges, the heat and 
light for which are to be hereafter included under regu- 
lar supplies; an increase _of $1,382,846.50 in transpor- 
tation ; an increase of $467,059 in “roads, walks, wharves 
and drainage”: $148,408 in water and sewers at military 
posts ; $100,000 for Alaska roads and trails. The pay of 
the Army is increased $6,032,224, and the transportation 
$1,382,846 ; the subsistence, $405,636 ; barracks and quar- 
ters, $262,582: ordnance stores, $175,000. There is a 
deduction of $400,000 in the appropriation for militia 
encampments. The appropriation for shooting galleries 
and ranges is reduced $36,273, that for the manufacture 
of arms, $78,188, and that for fire control in field bat- 
teries, $108,000. The contrast here is between the esti- 
mates for this year and the appropriations for last year. 

Public works under War Department, which includes 
the Isthmian Canal construction, amount to $112,274.- 
455.838. making a total under the War Department of 
$234,092,150.19, which is over sixty- -four million dollars 
in excess of last year’s appropriations. 

Under Public Works, W.D., $35,886,190.58 is esti- 
mated for the Isthmian Canal; arsenals and powder de- 
pots, $1,246,400: fortifications, $17,263,251: rivers and 
harbors, $41,943,198; military posts, buildings, etc.. 
$13,147,881.25 : military parks, $702,000: buildings and 
grounds in and around ‘Washington, $318, 

The total of $6,957,390 under Miscellaneous, War De- 
partment, includes $519,150 for national cemeteries: 
$140,000 red artificial limbs and appliances for disabled 
soldiers: $5,523,550 fer National and State Humes; 

$400,000 for arrears of pay, bounty, etc.: and $165,- 
oO for waterways and Department commissions, maps 
and surveys.

THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


The Senate has disagreed to the House amendments of 
S. 5473, relating to the mitigation or remission of the 
loss of citizenship imposed by law upon naval deserters 
in time of peace; and a conference committee has been 
appointed. 

The Foraker bill (S. 5729) to correct the records and 
re-enlist the members of the 25th U.S. Infantry dis- 
charged without honor on account of the Brownsville af- 
fair, was brought before the Senate in an amended form 
on Dec. 14, by Mr. Foraker. The principal amendment is 
the appointing of a military commission to hear and de- 
termine the cases, thus taking the whole matter out of 
the hands of the President. The officers named for the 
commission are: Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Lieut. 
Gen. John C. Bates, Major Gen. George W. Davis, Major 
Gen. Jesse M. Lee, and Brig. Gen. Aaron S. Daggett, all 
U.S.A., retired. The commission is given power to sub- 
poena witnesses and compel their attendance, and “it 
shall be the duty of the commission upon the conclusion 
of the hearings in each case to make a finding as to 
whether or not, in its opinion, the party so charged has 
been shown to have participated in said affray or to have 
withheld information which, if given, would have dis- 
closed who the participators were. If the party so 
charged shall be acquitted by the judgment of the com- 
mission, and not otherwise, he shall then be permitted 
to re-enlist and to enjoy all the rights and privileges 
conferred by this act.” 

Senator Rayner on Dec. 17 introduced a_ resolution 
calling upon the Committee on Military Affairs to inves- 
tigate the series of orders promulgated by the President 
detaching the Marine Corps from the battleships. The 
resolution asks that the committee report whether Con- 
gress has not the right to prescribe a set of rules for 
the government of the Marine Corps “which will bind the 
President, as Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, 
to continue the corps in the purpose intended by law.” 

The Elimination bill, S. 7254, now before the Military 
Committee of the Senate, published in full in our issue 
of June 13, page 1131, and referred to in our issue of 
Dec. 12, page 405, provides for the retirement of the least 
qualified for active service, with pay “fat the rate of a 
{not “eight” as recently printed] per centum of the pay 
he was receiving at the date of his retirement, which 
per centum shall be equal to the product of the square of 
the nearest number of complete years of his service as a 
commissioned officer, multiplied by one-twelfth,” no re- 
tired pay to exceed 75 per centum of the maximum pay 
of the grade. 

The House has passed H.R. 23464, the Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial Appropriation bill. The amount 
appropriated for the War Department is $1,938,698, the 
same as last year. All of this sum except $93,220 (sun- 
dry expenses) is for salaries, going to 1,501 people. The 
Navy Department, which last year received $803,070, 
this year is provided with $820,420, of which $664,210 
pays the salaries of 573 officers and clerks, eleven more 
than last year. The Revenue Cutter Service Division in 
the Treasury Department receives $25,580. 

An echo of the San Francisco school incident which 
started the discussion of the probability of war between 
the United States and Japan is seen in the passage by 
the House on Dec. 12 by a majority of one (Speaker 
Cannon casting the deciding vote) of a bill fixing a pen- 
alty under the Federal government of not more than 
$5,000 or ten years’ imprisonment for conspiracy to de- 
prive aliens of their treaty rights. The bill was warmly 
debated 

Representative Anthony, of Kansas, on Dec. 16, intro- 
duced in the House a bill providing that all vacancies in 
the grade of brigadier general in the line of the Army 
shall be filled by selection only from the colonels of the 
line of the Army, except in time of war. 

Representative Claude Kitchin, of North Carolina. has 
been assigned to the vacancy on the House Naval Com- 
mittee; Representative O. C. Wiley, of Alabama, to the 
House Military Committee, these committees now being 
comprised of: Military Affairs—Messrs. Hull of Iowa, 
Parker, Capron, Prince, Holliday, Young, Kahn, Dawes, 
Burke, Bradley, Stevens of Minnesota, Anthony, Sulzer, 
Hay, Slayden, Broussard, Wiley, Sherwood, Gordon and 
Cale. Naval Affairs—Messrs. Foss, Loudenslager, But- 
ler, Mudd. Roberts, Loud, Bates, Lilley, Thomas of Ohio, 
Dawson, Olcott, Ellis of Oregon, Claude Kitchin, Wil- 
liam W. Kitchin, Padgett, Gregg, Talbott, Lamar of Mis- 
souri, and Hobson. 

The President has sent a message to Congress approv- 
ing a bill to promote military education in civil institu- 
tions; also one for the promotion of rifle practice in 
public schools. 

The Navy Department having notified the War Depart- 





ment that the material dredged out of the channel con- 
necting Pearl Harbor, H.I., with the ocean can be depos- 
ited on the site for the garrison and land defenses at a 
total cost of about $152,000, Brig. Gen. W. L. Marshall, 

hief of Engineers, recommended that this amount be 
added to the estimates for the fortifications of the Army 
and this recommendation was transmitted to the House 
on Dec, 12 and referred. 

Secretary of the Navy Newberry, in a letter to the 
Honsevon Déc. 9, made estimates for probable repairs on 
the following vessels for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1910: Maine, $520,000; Missouri and Ohio, $540,000 
each; Wisconsin, $380, Chattanooga, Cleveland, 
Denver, Des Moines, Galveston, Tacoma, $210,000 each; 
Yankee, $195,000; Crneord and Yorktown, $152,000 
each; Rainbow, $140, ,000; Supply, $130,000; Rodgers, 

2,000 : Eleano, $35,000; Quiros, $30,500, and Paragua, 
$20,000. Down to and including the Tacoma in the list 
the items are for general overhaulings, below, they are 
for repairs: The U.S. tug Lincoln is also to be repaired. 

On account of a misunderstanding as to its necessity, 
an additional 100-ton floating derrick to cost $250,000 
was not included in the Navy estimates, but now it is re- 
garded as imperatively necessary for the handling of tur- 
rets, guns and other heavy: weights; and a recommenda- 
tion was sent to the House on Dec. 12. 

Senate Document No. 542 is a message from the Presi- 
dent transmitting correspondence between the United 
States and the Republic of Colombia, growing out of the 
secession of Panama. The list of papers submitted com- 
prises letters and telegrams of dates between Oct. 21, 
1905, and Aug. 20, 1906. These papers were asked for 
by resolution of the Senate of May 5, 1908 

House Document No. 1070 is a statement of the Clerk 
cf the Court of Claims, of all “~<% rendered by that 
court for the year ended Dec. 5, 8. 

When Congress adjourns on Der 19 it will be until 
Jan. 4, 1909. 


THE BROWNSVILLE CASE REDIVIVUS. 


The “Brownsville case” was brought to public notice 
again on Dec. 14 when President Roosevelt sent to the 
Senate a special message, reciting an alleged confession 
of guilt by Boyd Conyers, a former member of Co. B, 
25th Inf. (colored). It is the President’s belief that 
this confession clears up the mystery of the “shooting-up” 
of the Texas town on the night of Aug. 13-14, 1906, and 
paves the way for the reinstatement of those who were 
innocent of participation in the affair. It appears that 
a negro detective, named William Lawson, and a white 
detective, named Herbert J. Browne, visited Conyers at 
Monroe, Ga., last summer and had conversations with 
him regarding the Brownsville shooting, which, the Presi- 
dent says, constitute a complete confession. Lawson 
was in the employ of Capt. William A. Baldwin, of 
Roanoke, Va.. head of a detective agency, while Browne 
was employed by the War Department to corroborate 
Lawson’s investigation. The alleged confession gives the 
names of John Holloman, John Brown and Carolina de 
Saussure, beside Conyers, as leaders of the raid, and 
minute details are given as to how the gun racks were 
opened, cartridges obtained, roll call answered, ete. In 
submitting the detectives’ report to the Senate the Presi- 
dent recommended “the passage of a law allowing the 
Secretary of War within a fixed period of time, say a 
year, to reinstate any of these soldiers whom he, after 
careful examination, finds to have been innocent and 
whom he finds to have done all in his power to help 
bring to justice the guilty.” Senator Foraker, as soon 
as the message was read, impeached the reliability of 
Lawson and read letters from Conyers to him (Foraker) 
last summer, announcing Lawson’s presence in Monroe 
and his efforts to get a confession from him. The Sena- 
tor also denounced in the strongest terms what he called 
the “hounding of discharged soldiers, who had actually 
been tried and crosslexamined six times.” 

At the session of the Senate on Dec. 15, Senator Lodge 
made his promised speech on the Brownsville case. He 
said it had been prepared before he knew what the special 
message contained. His speech was a defense of the 
President’s action in discharging the negro soldiers and 
held as unconstitutional and usurpative Senator Fora- 
ker’s bill to compel the President to reinstate the dis- 
charged men. Senator Foraker asked that the matter go 
over till January, when he said he would call up the 
measure and ask for a vote on his bills. Senator Frazier, 
of Tennessee, a member of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, gave notice he would address the Senate after the 
holidays on the subject. The Senate then passed Mr. 
Foraker’s resolution calling on the Secretary of War for 
information regarding the employment of detectives in 
connection with the alleged Brownsville confessions. 








ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The Atlantic Battleship Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Sperry, after an uneventful voyage from Manila, dropped 
anchor in the harbor of Ceylon early on the morning of 
Dec. 13. The Georgia arrived Dec. 12, ahead of the 
fleet, with a case of smallpox among her crew. The 
patient was at once removed to a hospital. The battle- 
ships were welcomed to the harbor by cheering throngs. 
The harbor of Colombo is one of difficult access and the 
vessels reached their moorings in a manner that aroused 
the pee of expert seamen who witnessed their ar- 
rival. 

Although Rear Admiral Sperry requested that there 
be no celebration, a brilliant week was arranged. A 
concert, under the direction of Sir Henry Edward Mc- 
Callum, Governor of Ceylon, and Lady McCallum, was 
given on Dec. 14, and on Dec. 15 Sir Allan Perry, chief 
medical officer of the island, gave a dinner to the medical 
officers of the fleet. Numerous dances, dinners, “at 
homes” and a program of sports were also arranged. 

Rear Admiral Sperry landed on Dec. 14 to pay his 
official visit to Sir Henry Edward McCallum, the Gov- 
ernor of Ceylon. The Rear Admiral was cheered as he 
stepped ashore. He at once inspected the guard of 
honor, drawn up on the pier. The guard was from the 
98th Infantry Regiment. After this ceremony the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, with the members of his staff, drove 
to the Governor's residence. Later in the day the Gov- 
ernor returned the call and was received on board the 
Connecticut with the usual salutes. 

During the stay of the battleships ai Colombo Rear 
Admiral Sperry was the guest of the Governor, while 
Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder was entertained by 
R. C. B. Lawrence, commander of the British troops in 
Ceylon. 

The sailors were granted shore leave and took a train 
each day for Kandy, the capital of Ceylon, as guests 
of the government, all the good conduct men being thus 


entertained. Kandy is situated on the shores of an artie 
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ficial lake in the interior of the island, and the men ex- 
pressed great admiration of the magnificent scenery and 
the ancient palace of the King of Ceylon. 

Dec. 16 was the anniversary of the departure of the 
fleet from Hampton Roads, one year ago, on its voyage 
around the world. The American Consul General at 
Cairo, Lewis M. Iddings, has been requested by Rear 
Admiral Sperry to arrange for the fleet’s passage through 
the Suez Canal. 

Another port of call has been added to the itinerary 
of the Ohio and the Missouri. The new port of call is 
Salonica, in Turkey. It was originally intended that 
these two vessels would on leaving Suez visit Athens, and 
later Smyrna was added. The Ohio and the Missouri 
will arrive at Athens about Jan, 12, Salonica Jan. 19 
and Smyrna on Jan. 22. Negro Bay will be the last 
place of call prior to the entire fleet assembling prepara- 
tory to the return voyage to Hampton Roads. 

Thirty officers of the American Fleet and fifty officers 
of Ceylon were entertained at dinner on Dee. 17 by Gov- 
ernor Sir Henry Edward McCallum, who proposed the 
health of President Roosevelt. Rear Admiral Sperry 
made a fitting reply, in which he expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the hospitality he and his men had received, 
thanking the people of Ceylon particularly for the ar- 
rangements made for the entertainment of the enlisted 
men. He said the object of the cruise was not to dem- 
onstrate America’s naval power, but to teach her Navy 
the lesson of  self-maintenance, which Lord Nelson 
and the British admirals learned in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Since leaving Hampton Roads, the Rear Admiral 
continued, the fleet has never been late at any point nor 
detained for any reason, a fact which in itself consti- 
tuted a naval feat. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of overpayments to Pharmacist F. F. 
Wood, U.S.N.,. Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: 
“The Auditor has the right to re-open settlements of a 
predecessor, not appealed from within a year, at any time 
upon the ground of fraud, error of caleulation, or new 
and material evidence. The evidence found by the pres- 
ent Auditor of the leaves granted to Wood was new evi- 
dence which was not known by the Auditor who made the 
settlement of the appellant’s accounts and which is re- 


opened by the present Auditor. If I am correct in my 
views of the law, Wood was paid by different paymasters 
through ignorance, carelessness, or indiscretion, $137.15, 
to which he was not entitled, and for which the paymas- 
ters making such overpayment are responsible. I am 
of opinion that the Auditor erred in pro-rating the 
amount found due Wood among the several paymasters 
making overpayments.” 

In the case of Ensign Frank B. Case, U.S.N., the As- 
sistant Comptroller says: “Following my decision in the 
case of William S. Shacklette of June 12, 1908 (14 Comp. 
Dec., 871), I concur in the conclusion of the Auditor 
that Ensign Case, who was appointed to the retired list 
of the Navy from civil life (Act of March 3, 1901, 31 
Stat., 1792), is not entitled in computing his longevity 
to eredit for five years’ constructive service under Section 
183 of the Navy Personnel Act (30 Stat., 1007). * * * 
The Shacklette decision is applicable to Ensign Case and 
I am of opinion should have effect in his case from the 
date it was rendered. See decisions of April 11 and 15, 
1905 (33 M.S. Comp. Dec., 144 and ; 5. Comp. Dec., 
728).” With this modification the Auditor’s decision is 
approved. 

In a letter to the Comptroller’s Office the Secretary of 
the Navy, referring to the case of Rear Admiral John P. 
Merrell, said: “The Department regards the claim as 
of special merit. At the time he became in need of sur- 
gical treatment Admiral Merrell was engaged in the per- 
formance of arduous duty as president of the conference 
convened by the President at Newport, R.I., to consider 
certain problems of naval construction, also as president 
of the Naval War College. He remained on such duty 
up to the moment of receiving the Department’s telegram 
authorizing him to proceed to New York to consult a spe- 
cialist, and returned to duty as soon as he had sufficiently 
recovered from the operation performed in that city. This 
operation, understood to have been for the removal of a 
cancerous growth from the throat, was of a critical na- 
ture, demanding extraordinary surgical skill not available 
at Newport; and the purpose of the Department’s tele- 
gram, while it granted two weeks’ sick leave, in essence 
was merely to authorize Admiral Merrell to leave his post 
of duty to obtain the necessary treatment elsewhere. The 
actual performance of duty during such treatment would 
of course in any case have been impossible. So far as it 
constitutes a precedent the case is not one of utility, since 
it was through inadvertence that Admiral Merrell was 
placed on sick leave, such action being unnecessary and 
indeed, under the circumstances, improper; and under 
like conditions hereafter all question of the propriety of 
reimbursement would be obviated by authorizing the treat- 
ment without erroneously placing the officer on leave to 
receive it.” Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: “In 
view of the above statements, and the exceptional cir- 
cumstances of this case, I am of opinion that Rear Ad- 
miral Merrell was on duty when he incurred the said 
expenses within the meaning of Section 1586 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, He may therefore be reimbursed for such 
items of expense embraced in his claim as in your judg- 
ment could not have been obtained from or furnished by 
your Department, were pamaiael incurred by him, and 
are reasonable in amount. 

The widow of the late Lieut. Col. King, C.B., U.S.A., 
asked an allowance of longevity pay for her husband's 
service as a cadet at the Military Academy, holding that 
she was entitled to this under the Brodie decision of 
May 18, 1908, in which it was held that cadet service 
should be counted in computing the officer’s longevity 
pay, and also that accounting officers are not authorized 
to reopen accounts settled by their predecessors except 
to correct mistakes of fact or calculation or on the dis- 
covery of new evidence or for fraud. Assistant Comp- 
troller Mitchell decides that as the claim was settled in 
accordance with the rules and decisions in force at the 
time, it cannot be reopened, as none of the required 

nditions apply to it. 
oorThe yet sae Comptroller has authorized the payment 
of the bill of the Bailey, Banks and Biddle Company, 
of Philadelphia, for printing the invitations sent out by 
the General Staff to the opening of the War College on 
the ground that the necessity for procuring the invita- 
tions without delay — such an emergency as authorizes 
an open market purchase. . 

In the case of the late Sergt. John A. Duffy, 2d Field 
Art., the soldier’s commanding officer stated to the Adju- 
tant-General of the Army, Nov. 21, 1908, that: “‘Sergt. 
John A. Duffy was quite a young man and it is the gen- 
eral belief that he had never been married. Upon being 
required to do so, he named the beneficiary stated on 





the enclosd card, which was prepared under his dictation. 
Before it was signed, however, he became ill and died 


suddenly. I feel convinced that this card, though un- 
signed, represents Sergeant Duffy’s wishes in the 
matter.”’ Assistant Comptroller Mitchell decides as fol- 


lows: ‘“The beneficiary card was not completed, that is to 
say signed by the designator in the manner contemplated 
by the regulations, but in view of the statements of 
the commanding officer of the soldier’s battery, and the 
fact that the law does not specifically declare how the 
designation shall be made. I am of opinion that payment 
of the six months’ pay due under the Act of May 11, 
1908, may be made to Mrs, Joseph Gallagher, sister, 
provided the account is approved by the Secretary of 
War before payment.” 





NAVAL ACADEMY STANDING. 


The Secretary of the Navy announced Dec. 16 the 
standing. of the members of the first section of the class of 
1907 at the Naval Academy on final graduation with the 
rank of ensigns. The examination determining this stand- 
ing was held Sept. 24 on the various ships on whith the 
members of the section were serving. Many changes in 
relative standing resulted from this examination as com- 
pared with that on leaving the Academy. The second 


section of the class was examined Oct. 2 and the papers 
resulting from that examination have not been receive 
at the Navy Department. The list is as follows: Gard- 
ner Lemmon Gaskey, John Barclay Rhodes, Philip Gatch 
Lauman, Arthur William Frank, Albert Cushing Read, 
George Hall Bowdey, Ralph Trowbridge Hanson, Robert 
Alfred Theobald.

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THE NAVY PERSONNEL PROBLEM. 


“The Problem of the Navy Personnel” engages the at- 
tention of Comdr. Roy C. Smith, U.S.N., in the North 
American Review for December. The complications sur- 
rounding the question of remedying the present anomal- 
ous condition he finds to be in details rather than in prin- 
ciples. Measures which would go a long way toward 
bringing consistency to the arrangement of the personnel 
are these: Allow captains over fifty-five years of age to 
retire at any time as junior rear admirals, which would 
mean an average saving to the government of $20, for 
each retirement, this plan for temporary application; 
after two years, promote all captains with service corres- 
ponding to an average age of fifty-five years, to the grade 
of rear admiral, and, should there be an excess of rear 
admirals, select out such excess from the whole grade; 
as an immediate and urgent measure, arrange all the offi- 
cers on the list below flag rank in a percentage of the 
whole for each grade instead of in fixed numbers as at 
present, which present method allows the new graduates 
to bank up at the bottom; as early as practicable, but at 
all events before 1913, when the present law of appoint- 
ment of midshipmen will expire, arrange that appoint- 
ments to the Naval Academy shall be made in order of 
rotation of the various nominating authorities and in 
such numbers each year as will maintain the total 
strength of the personnel in a fixed ratio to the amount 
of shipping. 

On the question of percentages Commander Smith says 
the reasonable percentages, as often worked out for all 
the grades below rear admiral, including graduated mid- 
shipmen, are these: Captains, 5 per cent.; commanders, 
6; lieutenant commanders, 16; lieutenants, 40; lower 
grades, 33. He prints a table comparing the Navy list 
below flag rank as at present and as it would be in 1913 
with the percentages applied as given. In 1913 there 
would be no change in number from to-day, except in the 
lower grades, where against the 668 of to-day we should 
find 1,238. In 1913, there would be 98 captains as against 
70 to-day; 118 commanders against 84; 315 lieutenant 
commanders against 224; 788 lieutenants against 560, 
and 651 lower grades against 462. Applying the percent- 
age basis to the present law we would now have these 
changes: In captains, 70, no change; in commanders, 
84, a loss of 28; in lieutenant commanders, 224, a gain 
of 24; in lieutenants, 560, a gain of 210, and in the 
lower grades, 462, a loss of 206. 

Commander Smith says this table shows the beneficent 
effect of the percentage sytem, for the officers now bank- 
ing up at the foot of the list would be suitably distributed 
in all the grades, whereas now there is no attempt what- 
ever at such distribution. It will be noted that the naval 
essayist refers to the ratio to shipping. This is a feature, 
he thinks, that has been too much overlooked in this 
country. After 1913, when the present law for the ap- 
pointment of midshipmen shall have expired, there must 
be some measure to regulate admissions in accordance 
with the needs of the Service. The number of service- 
able ships being always a known quantity and the number 
of officers always bearing a certain relation to the num- 
ber of ships, the proportion is not hard to work out. 
Three officers, including midshipmen at the Academy, _ 
thousand tons of shipping, he regards as a reasonable 
ratio. A steamship line in acquiring new ships would 
naturally and necessarily provide for additional officers 
and men to man them, but this practice has never ob- 
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tained’ in the Navy, and: as a result six years ago it was 
found that while the new Navy had been building, no pro- 
vision had been made for additional officers. 

Owing to the dread of favoritism and influence, Com- 
mander Smith thinks, the process of “selection-up” is 
usually dreaded in the Service, whereas “selection-out” 
makes a stronger appeal. Promotion in the British 
navy is entirely by selection in the lower grades and 
after captain by seniority, but for the highest grade, 
admiral of the fleet, there is selection. The French 
method gives the earlier promotions by seniority and the 
later by selection. Among the Germans promotion is 
by seniority with elimination of the unfit. There is com- 
plaint that the age of the higher officers is too great, 
due presumably to insufficient elimination. The Japanese 
promote almost exclusively by selection, but in the grade 
of captain seniority is closely followed. 

A plea is made for the rank of vice-admiral and ad- 
miral. It is not in accordance with military principles 
that the commander-in-chief of a fleet, with possibly six 
rear admirals under him, should have the same rank as 
they. It is derogatory to the dignity of the country that 
our naval representative in intercourse with other na- 
tions should always be outranked by a foreign admiral. 
This feature has been unpleasantly conspicuous in the 
cruise of the Battleship Fleet.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The sentence of the court-martial that met Dec. 14 at 
Philadelphia for the purpose of trying Comdr. Armistead 
Rust, U.S.N., commanding the Hist, made very quick 
work of the charges and found the officer guilty with a 
sentence that he be reprimanded. Secretary Newberry, 


Dec. 16, in a letter addressed to Commander Rust, ad- 
ministered a reprimand for his conduct growing out of 
the accident to the Hist by which that vessel ran aground 
on a shoal in the Delaware River. No harm was done 
to the Hist. 


The Secretary of the Navy has ordered a court of in- 
quiry to meet at the Boston Navy Yard Monday, Dec. 
21, to investigate the circumstances surrounding the 
grounding of the Yankee on rocks in Buzzard’s Bay last 
September, with the purpose of fixing the responsibility 
for the occurrence. The court appointed consists of Capt. 
Herbert C. Winslow, captain of the Boston yard; Capt. 
Aaron Ward, supervisor of New York Harbor; Comdr. 
Roy C. Smith, of the Naval War College, with Lieut. 
pis A. B. Hoff, of the Portsmouth Navy Yard, as 
recorder. 


The U.S.S. Inca has been stricken from the Navy List 
and ordered sold. 


The U.S.S. Ranger was placed out of commission at 
the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on Dec. 


Rear Admiral Sperry informed the Navy Department 
Dec. 12 from Colombo that Steven Stawicki, fireman, 
first class, on the New Jersey, fell overboard Dec. 8 and 
was drowned. Stawicki was born in New York and 
claimed he had no relatives. 


The U.S. naval collier Lebanon arrived at Penikese 
Island, Dec. 16, near where the cruiser Yankee is sunk, 
bringing apparatus from the Charleston Navy Yard to 
be used in the attempt to raise the Yankee. Additional 
compressed air apparatus has arrived from New York, 
= it was arranged that work should be begun immedi- 
ately. 


Citizens of Chester, Pa., on Dec. 18, presented a silver 
service to the new scout cruiser Chester in the New York 
Navy Yard. Representative Butler, representing the 
district which includes the city of Chester, headed the 
presentation committee, which was received by Capt. 
Henry B. Wilson, commander of the ship. After the 
presentation the guests were suitably entertained in the 
ward-room, 


The standardization tests of the seout cruiser Salem 
were concluded off the Maine course Dec. 15. The cruiser 
made her fastest mile at 25.03 knots, attaining an aver- 
age speed on her three top speed runs of 24.9. In all 
she made nineteen runs over the measured mile. In the 
ocean trial, which will probably not take place until after 
Feb. 1, the three scout cruisers, Chester, Birmingham and 
Salem, will run for twenty-four hours at top speed, 100 
hours at twenty knots, fifty hours at fifteen knots and 
100 hours at ten knots, 


An elaborate dinner and ball will be given by the crew 
of the U.S.S. New Hampshire on Wednesday night, Dec. 
23, at the Palm Garden, New York city. Arrangements 
are in charge of Chief Master at Arms Bertram Davids 
and Boatswain’s Mate James Coghlan. Captain Winslow 
will lead the grand march. 

A big leak in drydock No. 3 at the navy yard, New 
York, has kept a large force of workmen busy trying 
to stop it during the past few days. under the direction 
of Naval Constr. Robert Stocker, U.S.N. Anxiety has 
not been confined to the threatened destruction of this 
drydock, but also for the safety of the entire arm of 
made land which separates drydocks Nos. 3 and 2, and 
also for the safety of drydock No. 2. The same treach- 
erous subsoil, filled with quicksand, that is making the 
building of the new drydock No. 4 an almost impossible 
task is causing no end of trouble at many points and 
giving the engineers hard problems to master. 


The American lightship flotilla steamed northward 
from Valparaiso, Chili, Dec. 16. 

The first two divisions of the American Pacific Fleet, 
under Rear Admiral. W. T. Swinburne, arrived at Pan- 
ama, Dec. 13, and dropped anchor before the eyes of 
thousands of enthusiastic spectators, who crowded the 
water front awaiting their arrival. The first division 
was composed of the West Virginia, the Colorado, the 
Maryland and the Pennsylvania, and the second division, 
under Rear Admiral Uriel Sebree, consists of the Tennes- 
see, flagship; the California, the South Dakota and the 
Washington. ‘The rear admirals paid visits to Presi- 
dent Obaldia, of the republic, and the Governor of the 
Canal Zone, and the visits were returned. The men were 
granted shore leave. Records made by the cruiser squad- 
con in their battle target practice at Magdalena eclipsed 
in many respects former records, it is said. It is re- 
ported from Washington that there are strong indica- 
tions that the Colorado and the Pennsylvania average 
with the highest vessels. In the practice with the smaller 
caliber guns several splendid records were made, the 
firing by night at targets discernible only by searchlight 
being no hindrance. 

No action has yet been taken officially on the survey 
of the U.S.S. Alabama. There will be an estimated ex- 
penditure on her of $175,000 by the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering. The repairs to the Alabama will be made 
at the New York yard. 

Charles M. Schwab, of the Bethlehem Steel Com 
during a visit to the Secretary of the Navy, offe 
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Navy precedence in the use of drydocks at Hunter’s 
Point, San Francisco Bay, where nine of the vessels of 
the Atlantic Battleship Fleet were docked prior to leaving 
San Francisco on their return voyage around the world. 
Since that time interests with which Mr, Schwab is con- 
nected have obtained control of the docks at Hunter’s 
Point. Mr. Schwab's offer not only involves precedence 
in the docking of Navy vessels, but also “satisfactory” 
rates for the docking of vessels. 


Comdr. Charles C. Marsh, U.S.N., in a report to the 
Navy Department concerning the second disaster to the 
U.S.S. Yankee, praises the heroic work of ineer 
Wotherspoon and Mr. Micnot, a French-Canadian diver. 
After the Yankee had been cleared off Spindle Rock she 
was being towed to New Bedford. A heavy storm came 
up and an air port was smashed by one of the towing 
boats. “Some time in the early morning,” says Captain 
Marsh, “word came up that the air compressors had 
stopped; also, the news came of the open-air port. This 
latter information was given to the engineer, Mr. Woth- 
erspoon. He went below and then sent for a diver. The 
behavior of these two men cannot go by unnoticed. The 
open-air port was in the stateroom on the berth deck, 
starboard side, next to the air compressors. Mr. Wother- 
spoon went into this stateroom and shut the door. He 
then tried to close the air port, got one door partly in 
place, and then hung up his lantern, so as to use both 
hands. The light was blown out and he was left in total 
darkness. The pressure against the port was too great 
for him and he found himself in water up to his neck 
in this closed stateroom. Fortunately, the pressure even- 
tually carried away the door, and he was thrown out and 
into the berth deck. In the meantime a French-Canadian 
diver named Micnot put on his diving suit and in dark- 
ness went down in a sinking ship to lend a hand at clos- 
ing the air port. The diving pump was tended by Mr. 
Wotherspoon and one of the company, whose name at 
this time I do not remember. For devotion to their work, 
and for courage, I know nothing better than these ac- 
tions.” In spite of all efforts the vessel sank. 


Ten bids for the construction of a steam collier for the 
Navy were opened at the Navy Department Dec. 15. The 
lowest bidder was William Cramp & Sons of Philade}- 
phia, who offered to construct the collier in twenty 
months for $775,000. They also submitted a second bid 
of $805,000. The next lowest bidder was the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, whose two 
bids were $790,000 and $825,000. The other bids were 
as follows: Fore River Shipbuilding Company of Quincy, 
Mass., $933,000 and $954,000: New York Shipbuilding 
Company of Camden, N.J., $1,074,000: Maryland Steel 
Company, three bids, $993,800, $1,011,400 and $1,027,350. 


The commission in charge of the statue of John Paul 
Jones in Washington decided to have the statue 
made by Charles Niehaus, of New York. Congress ap- 
propriated $50,000 for this statue. The commission con- 
sists of Secretary Wright, Secretary Newberry, Senator 
Penrose, of Pennsylvania, and Representative McCall, of 
Massachusetts. Is is as yet undecided whether the 
Jones statue shall be erected near the naval observatory 
in Massachusetts avenue, on New York avenue in front 
of the new Masonic Temple, or on the north side of 
Franklin Park, midway between 13th and 14th streets. 


It has been decided that the collier Jupiter is to be 
built at the Mare Island Navy Yard. The sister collier, 
the Cyclops, will be built under contract on the Atlantic 
coast, but whether at the Cramps yard or at Newport 
News has not yet been decided. The probability is that 
the bid of the Cramps will be held to be the lower of 
the two. These colliers are to have ten hatches 
that, with modern winches, masts and machinery, will 
be capable of delivering at each hatch 100 tons of coal 
an hour. The capacity of each is 7,200 tons. 


The Bureau of Construction and Repair has _fol- 
lowed the precedent of the Bureaus on Ordnance, Equip- 
ment and Steam Engineering in the decision to have the 
services of a general inspector. Chief Constructor 
Capps, Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
this week has appointed Naval Constr. Joseph H. Leon- 
ard to this responsible position. 


After undergoing repairs and a general overhauling 
the transport McClellan will be put on the run between 
Newport News and Havana, beginning Dec. 19. At ten 
o’clock she will leave Newport News for Havana, where 
she will take on the overflow from the Sumner, prepara- 
tory to the movement of the troops now stationed in 
Cuba. 


To give the officers and men of the battleships Ohio 
and Missouri opportunity to visit the ports of Salonica 
and Smyrna in Turkey the itinerary of the fleet has been 
somewhat changed. The two ships will reach Athens 
Jan. 12, and then go to Salonica, reaching there Jan, 19 
and Smyrna Jan. 22. They will be due at Negro Bay 
Feb. 1.

PHYSICAL TESTS FOR MARINES. 


The following executive order, evidently drafted by the 
Commander-in-Chief, was issued Dec. 16: 

1. Officers of the U.S. Marine Corps of whatever rank will 
be examined physically and undergo the tests herein prescribed 
at least once in every two years; the time of such examina- 
tions to be designated by the commandant of the corps so as 
to interfere as little as possible with their regular duties, and 
the tests to be carried out in the United States between May 
1 and July 1 as the commandant of the corps may direct, and 
on foreign stations between Dec. 1 and Feb. 1. : 

2. All-field officers will be required to take a riding test 
of ninety miles, this distance to be covered in three days. 
Physical examinations before and after riding and the riding 
tests, to be the same as those prescribed for the U.S. Army by 
G.O. No. 79 (Par. 3), W.D., May 14, 1908. 

8. Line officers of the Marine Corps in the grade of cap- 
tain or lieutenant will be required to walk fifty miles, this 
distance to be divided in three days’ actual marching time 
including rests, twenty hours. In battle time is essential 
and ground may have to be covered on the run; if these 
officers are not equal to the average physical strength of 
their companies the men will be held back, resulting in un- 
necessary loss of life and probably defeat: Company officers 
will, therefore, be required during one of the marching 
periods to double time 200 yards, with a half minute’s rest, 
then 300 yards, with one minute’s rest; and then complete 
the test in a 200-yard dash, making in all 700 yards on the 
double time, with one and one-half minutes’ rest. The physi- 
cal examination before and after the test to be the same as 
provided for in Par. 2 of this order. 3 

4, The commandant of the Marine Corps will be required 
to make such of the above tests as the Secretary of the Navy 
shall direct. ‘ 

5. Field officers of the permanent staff of the Marine Corps 
who have arrived at an age and rank which renders it 
highly improbable that they will ever be assigned to any 
duty requiring participation in active military operations in 
the field may, upon their own application, be excused from 
the physical test, but not from the physical examination pre- 
scribed above. Such a request, however, if granted, will be 
regarded by the executive authority as conclusive reason for 
not selecting the applicant for any future promotion in volun- 
teer rank or for assignment, selection or promotion to a 
position involving participation in operations of the line of 
the Marine Corps, or in competition with officers of the line of 
the Marine Corps of any position.

The unanimous selection of Major William A. Turpin, of the 
13th N.Y., on Dee. 15, for the position of lteutenant colonel, 
is one that will meet with general approval. Lieutenant Col-

The handsome new armory of Co. F, 5th Regiment, Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Militia, was formerly dedicated at Waltham, 


Mass., Dec. 11, before a representative gathering. Adjutant 
Gen. W. H. Brigham, Major Guy Murchie, Major Vaughan, 
Captain John F. Kenneally and Lieutenant H. B. Perkins 


were present as guests, as were also Senator-elect J. L. Har- 
vey, Representatives F. L. Barnes. and P. J. Duane, Mayor 
Walker and members of the city government. There was a 
concert at 8 o'clock, followed by a drill of Company F. At 
the close of the drill the grand march was formed, and about 
100 couples were headed by Capt. C. E. Hamilton and wife. 
The large drill shed was prettily decorated with the national 
colors and colored lanterns. The armory is on Sharon street 
on a hill overlooking the Charles River. It is of brick, and 
is fitted throughout in the most modern manner, and is said 
to be one of the finest armory buildings in the state. Every 
detail relative to the quarters of officers and men has been 
attended to, while every luxury, such as a gymnasium, loung- 
ing rooms, etc., has been provided. The cost of the building 
was $47,000. 

A review of the 12th N.Y. wil! be held in its armory on 
Wednesday night, Dec. 23, by Gen. George Moore Smith, 1st 
Brigade. 

Interesting athletic games will be held by the 9th Regi- 
ment, N.G.N.Y., in its armory on Saturday evening, Jan. 30. 
The events will be open only to members of the Military 
Athletic League, the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Naval 
Militia, the Public Schools Athletic League, and the Public 
service. A program of events is now being prepared. First 
Lieut. Charles Wylie, of the 16th Company has been elected 
captain, vice Imperatori, resigned. 

The dinner of commanding officers of the organizations of 
the National Guard and naval militia, of New York, of Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn and the Bronx, held on the night of Dec. 
10, 1908, was the most successful that body has yet held. 
‘Those present were Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, Adjutant Gen. 
Nelson H. Henry, Gens. George Moore Smith, John G. Eddy, 
David E. Austen, Colonels Daniel Appleton, Edward Duffy, 
William G. Bates, William A. Stokes, Walter B. Hotchkin, 
Henry ©. Barthman, Elmore F. Austin, Charles O. Davis, 
Lieut. Col. Thomas W. Huston, Majors Oliver B. Bridgman, 
Charles I. De Bevoise, William S. Terriberry, David Wilson, 
Captains John F. O’Ryan, Chauncey Matlock, and A. W. J. 
Pohl, of the National Guard, and Comdr. Andrew E. Kalbach, 
of the naval militia. Views concerning matters of importance 
to the National Guard were exchanged, including needed uni- 
form supplies, the necessity of a rifle range for the troops of 
Greater New York, and the instruction of recruits. It was 
pointed out that recruits should be permitted to take part in 
annual maneuvers with the Army, as the practical experience 
there gained would be worth a couple of years’ armory in- 
struction. Although the War Department had decided that 
men who had not been in the Service six months before the 
date of maneuvers would not be paid, Colonel Morris advo- 
eated that the state pay the recruits, and the benefits to them 
would more than counterbalance the expense, it was pointed 
out. Other officers approved the suggestions of Colonel Morris. 


The first match in the armory range of the 22d N.Y. this 
season, was the non-winners, shot on Dec. 12. It was won 
by Sergeant Zimpel, of Company F, on a score of forty-four 
points. In the sharpshooters’ class Lieutenant Levien, of 
ompany G, qualified with sixty-seven points, and Sergeant 
Bobb, of Company C, with sixty-six points. The N.R.A. medal 
contest will be held on Dec. 19 and 26. 

At a recent election in the naval militia of Pennsylvania 
Lieut. Comdr. Joseph MacGregor Mitcheson was advanced to 
commander, vice C. W. Ruschenberger, deceased. Commander 
Mitcheson was a seaman, Division B, 1st Battalion, June 19, 
1893; coxswain, June 28, 1893; gunner’s mate, second class, 
Jan. 1, 1894; boatswain’s mate, first class, Oct. 29, 1895; 
ensign, Division A, Oct. 26, 1896; lieutenant commander, to 
act as executive officer, Nov. 24, 1898; re-elected Dec. 8, 1903. 

The formal opening of the new headquarters of the 2d Brig- 
ade, N.G.N.Y., in the 23d Regiment armory, on Bedford av- 
enue, took place on the night of Dec. 16. The program in- 
cluded an inspection of the quarters which are very hand- 
some and most completely equipped, and a luncheon was given 
at the Union League Club. Those invited to be present were 
the commanding officers of all organizations of the New York 
National Guard, in Manhattan and Brooklyn and the Bronx, 
and all field officers and adjutants of the infantry regiments, 
attached to the 2d Brigade. Governor Hughes, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the land and naval forces of the state; 
Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, Adjutant Gen. Nelson H. Henry; 
Asst. Adjutant Gen. George A. Wingate; Brig. Gen. George 
Moore Smith, commanding the Ist Brigade, and Brig. Gen. 
David E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, S.N.Y., and mem- 
bers of the Armory Board. 

A decision of importance to National Guardsmen is that 
rendered on Dec. 12, 1908, by Judge Kavanagh in the Su- 
perior Court of Cook county, I 1., as construing the extent of 
their responsibility for the taking of human life while on 


duty. The decision was rendered in the case of Joseph B. 
Klein, a private in the Ist Regiment, Illinois National Guard, 
who is under indictment for the killing of Earl Nelson at 
Kankakee, Ill, while a race war was in progress. 

acting as guard of a baggage car in which ammunition was 
stored, and under orders to allow no unauthorized person 
to enter, stabbed Nelson with a bayonet when, according to 
his story to a court of inquiry, Nelson attempted to enter 
the car. Even then, Klein stated, he had no intention of 
doing bodily harm to the alleged intruder. His indictment, 
however, charges that the ‘‘murder’’ was _ willful and 
malicious. Klein applied to Judge Kavanagh for liberty on 
a writ of habeas corpus, which the court, in a lengthy opinion, 
refused on the grounds that he has not jurisdiction. The court 
held, however, that upon the facts as presented by Klein, even 
granting that the killing was not accidental, but in. the execu- 
tion of orders of a superior officer, no offense against the 
state had been committed. The soldier’s responsibilities and 
his immunities, the court said, alike follow him from the time 
he falls into line at the point of mobilization until he returns 
home and ranks are broken. Judge Kavanagh explained that 
the court of inquiry that declared Klein guiltless could not 
be held to have placed the guardsman in jeopardy, since it 
could not punish for homicide. Klein’s plea, therefore, that a 
trial in the criminal court at Kankakee would be placing him 
twice in jeopardy, was in error. 

Col. John I. Pruyn, 10th N.G.N.Y., has been brevetted a 
brigadier general by Governor Hughes for meritorious service 
of over thirty-four years. He first joined the National Guard 
as a private in the 16th Battalion June 6, 1874. 

Invitations have been issued for a reception and ball to be 
given under the auspices of headquarters and Companies H, A 
and B, 5th Regiment of Infantry, Mass. V.M., to mark the 
formal dedication of the state armory at Charlestown, Mass., 
Friday evening, Jan. 1, 1909. The reception will be from 
8:30 to 9:30 p.m. and there will be dancing from 9:30 to 
2 a.m. 

Lieut. Pierson E. Claire, who recently resigned his com- 
mission as first lieutenant and battalion quartermaster 14th 
N.Y., to which he had been assigned only a few weeks be- 
fore, and whose resignation Col. John H. Fuote, of the 14th, 
refused to forward for a time, was on Dec. 14 appointed hy 
Col. Henry C. Barthman, 47th N.Y., to a similar position in 
that organization. 

Col. John. H. Foote, 14th N.Y., has nominated two new 
lieutenants for his command, one of whom is Ist Lieut. John 
J. Denn, now of the 10th Regiment, Albany. He will be as- 
signed to duty with Company L. The other is A. Brewster 
Cox, of the same regiment, originally, but later of the Ist 
Battery. He will serve in Company F. Colonel Foote has 
received the resignation of Ist Lieut. William T. Slayton, who 
has been a member of the regiment, on account of removal 
from the state. He has been in the regiment some two years.

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the East, acedmpanied by Col. H. O. S. Heistand, 
A.G.; Major Adelbert Cronkhite, Coast Art.; Capt. Halstead 
Dorey, 4th U.S. Inf., A.D.C., and Capt. Alfred T. Smith, 12th 
U.S. Inf., reviewed the 23d N.Y. in its armory in Brooklyn 
on the night of Dec. 12, before a large audience. 

It was General Wood’s first review of a National Guard 
command hereabouts, and considerable interest was conse- 
quently attached to the event. The regiment while making a 
highly creditable appearance was not really up to its old-time 
steadiness and snap which, for many years, won it renown as 
ene of the best commands in the state. Some men in the 
rear ranks, while the regiment was standing at attention, put 
their hands to their faces, a proceeding bad enough in any 
regiment, but particularly bad for the 23d.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Major Goddard, ordnance officer, 1st Brigade, National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, in his annual report on small arms 
practice for the year 1908, announces that 3,147 officers and 
enlisted men, eighty-three per cent. of the brigade, qualified. 
As compared with 1907, there is a gain of thirty-eight experts, 
138 marksmen, 164 first-class men and forty second-class 
men. There was a loss of two sharpshooters and seventy 
third-class men, making a total net gain of 308. The brigade 
figure of merit is 66.08. There were 197 experts, twelve 
sharpshooters, and 1,116 marksmen. The figure of merit of 
the troops with rifle or carbine was as follows: General and 
staff, 150.00; 1st Infantry, 70.35; 2d Infantry, 50.35; 3d In- 
fantry, 63.20; 6th Infantry, 66.31; 1st Troop, 112.69; 2d 
Troop, 137.83; Troop A, 123.84. 

The members of Battery B, Field Art., are on the anxious 
seat, owing to the recommendation for muster out, by Army 
inspectors. The reason for such action is based upon the 
unsuitable quarters of the battery.for the care of the ord- 
nance stores. The equipment of a field battery costs many 
thousands of dollars, and the building wherein it is stored 
is such that irreparable damage may be inflicted unless the 
state provides better quarters. If a command is of any 
value to the state, it should certainly be provided with suit- 
able quarters. 





MARYLAND. 


The complete figures of the work done with small arms by 
members of the Maryland National Guard for the season of 
1908 at Saunders’ Range have been received by the adjutant 
general and forwarded by him to the Chief of the Division of 
the Militia of the U.S., War Department. The report shows 
that the work done by the members of the Guard during the 
past season far exceeds that of any other year. The figure 
of merit obtained by the brigade this season was 85.98, 
against 54.75 last year. The number who used the range 
with the rifle was 1,762, and the number who used the re- 
volver was 203, making a total of 1,965. The total number 
of those qualifying as experts was 192, as sharpshooters 
thirty and as marksmen, 1,153. . 

The 4th Regiment leads the infantry regiments with a 
figure of 90.43, against 69.45 last year. The 5th Regiment 
is second with 89, against 36.15 for last year. The Ist is 
third with 84.84, against 64.43 last season. The brigade 
staff has 180, against 140.31 in 1907, the lst Separate Com- 
pany has 50.76, against 34.54 last year, and Troop A, Cavalry, 
has 66.36, against 40.00 last season.

Am I not entitled to $18 per month, as 
serving in my second enlistment period? Answer: No. 

Ex-SOLDIER.—Whether a man shall pay a poll tax or not 
is governed by the laws of the state in which he resides, and 
we therefore refer you to the statutes of your state. 

A. A. J. asks: Where to will the 6th Infantry go, and how 
soon in the near future? Answer: This is not yet determined. 

J. D. D.—Major W. L. Kenly, 5th F.A., was detailed to 
recruiting duty at New York city July 17, 1907. Capt. J. 
O'Shea, 4th Cav., was detailed July 26, 1908; Capt. J. T. 
@onrad, 3d Cav., was detailed May 6, 1908; and Capt. B. M. 
Koehler, C.A.C., March 31, 1908. 

Cc. O. H.—The 13th Infantry is not likely to be sent to 
Governors Island as you suggest. All the officers of the 13th 
are now on board or school duty at Fort Leavenworth. 

W. T. asks: (1). In Par. 615, Cavalry Drill Regulations, 
troop being in column of fours to form front into line 
of platoon columns of fours. At the command Right front 
into line, platoon columns of fours, March. The first platoon 
marches thirty yards to front and halts. Each of the other 
platoons is marched by shortest line until platoon distance 
in rear of and opposite its place in line. Do the second, 
third, etc., platoons execute column half right and half left, 
or do they execute right oblique? Answer: They execute 
column half right and half left. (2). After this movement is 
completed; at the command Right by platoons, March, what 
command do the commanders of the second and third, etce., 
platoons give? Answer: Being in this formation the com- 
mand ‘‘Right by platoons’’ is not authorized. 

E. A. A.—Your questions can be answered by your pro- 
curing a copy of G.O. 169, Aug. 14, 1907, War Dept. This 
order gives the uniform regulations of the U.S. Army, and if 
the National Guard of your state is governed by them, they 
would of course apply. In case the Army Regulations do not 
govern in your state, you must consult the uniform regulations 
issued from the office of your adjutant general. You can 
procure a copy of the order from the War Department by 
writing the A.G.O. of the Army. through the channel. For 
honors to be accorded at reviews, etc., see Army Regulations, 
Manual of Guard Duty. There is no ‘‘Governor’s March’’ in 
the drill regulations. When he appears bands usually play 
‘*Hail to the Chief.’’ 

A RETIRED CAMPAIGNER.—The campaign badge order 
does not provide badges for any Philippine engagement later 


than that of Mount Bud-Dajo, Jolo, P.I., March, 1906. See 
G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, published page 1407 in our issue of

Cc. A. W.—Mates are enlisted men and so retire after thirty 
years’ service. Retired pay is three-fourths of active pay. 
A bill is now before Congress providing for the classification 
of mates as warrant officers and that the law regulating the 
retirement of commissioned officers shall be construed to 
apply to mates. 

T. W. asks: What was the date of the 21st Infantry’s de- 
parture from Santiago, Cuba, in 1898? Or, having served 
through the entire campaign with the 21st, how much double 
time am I entitled to? Answer: Ask the A.G.O, through mili- 
tary channels. 

O. W. B. asks: What is the date of the next preliminary 
examination for applicants from the ranks? Answer: Soon 
after March 1. Submit applications through military channels 
before Feb. 1. See G.O. 2, 1908. 

J. T. F. asks: Has there been a War Dept. decision that 
Army bands and members thereof can play outside the mili- 
tary posts when satisfactory assurances are given that there 
are no local organizations or musicians who desire to com- 
pete for the employment, it being held that a musician to be 
able to compete, must have no other occupation ? Answer: 
A War Department circular, soon to be published, directs 
commanding officers to Par. 256 of Army _ Regulations, and 
enjoins enforcement of the prohibition against Army bands 
playing outside limits of sts in competition with local 
civilian musicians. The decision as to whether there is com- 
petition is left in each instance to the commanding officer. 

G. H. H. asks: Is a private serving in the state N.G.P. 
during the Spanish-American War, from May 7 to Oct. 7 
(five months), at Chickamauga Park, entitled to wear a 
service in war chevron or not; also what is the prescribed 
service chevron for a two-year service in Alaska? Answer: 
You are entitled to service in war chevron for service dur- 
ing the Spanish War, but no special chevron in Alaska. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: If an officer purchases a mount at a 
distance from his station, can he have such shipped to him at 
government expense? Answer: It has been the practice of 
the Q.M.D., where an officer on his last change of station did 
not avail himself of the allowance for transporting a horse, 
and subsequently purchased one, to allow transportation from 

of purchase to the post where the officer was stationed, 
provided the cost of transportation was not greater than it 
weuld have been between stations. 

T. A. V. asks: Is the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry in- 

rated in the Regular Army of the United States, or is it 
still a provisional regiment? What about the examinations to 
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fill vacancies of lieutenants in this regiment, and about when 
will they take place? Answer: The Porto Rico Regiment is 
a part of the Regular Army of the United States by virtue 
of the Act of May 27, 1908. Vacancies in the grade of sec- 
ond lieutenants may be filled by the President, in his discre- 
tion, by the appointment of citizens of Porto Rico passing 
the required examinations. The date for the next examina- 
tion has not been decided on. (See G.O. 193, 1908, W.D.) 

C. G. H. asks: What War Department G.O. prescribes the 
text-books used in the examination of officers of the Army 
for promotion? Answer: G.O. 128, 1906; also G.O. 143, 1906. 

M. P.—Your regiment (12th Infantry) will not go to the 
Philippines earlier than May or June, when you will have 
less than six months to serve and can transfer or take your 
discharge for the convenience of the government. It is not 
likely that you would transfer to the C.A.C. 


G. F. B. asks: Where may I send dues so that I may enroll 
as a member of the National Red Cross Society, and do all 
in my power to help support it? Answer: Address National 
Headquarters, American National Red Cross, Room 341, War 
Department, Washington, D.C. 

W. F. asks: I enlisted July 20, 1899, in the Volunteers, 
discharged May 13, 1904; re-enlisted in Regular Army Sept. 
13, 1904, discharged Sept. 12, 1907. Remained out until 
May 25, 1908, when I re-enlisted. Am I entitled to $18? 
Answer: Yes; having enlisted after May 11, 1908, the date 
of the new pay bill, your previous service is counted as one 
enlistment period. 

G. H. R. asks: When orders are issued from the War Depart- 
ment to officers in the Philippine Islands, are they sent by 
mail or cabled? Answer: If urgent, necessarily cabled, as it 
takes a month or more to communicate by mail. 

A SAILOR’S FRIEND.—The pay of a gunner’s mate, first- 
class, is $44 a month, which is four dollars more than it 
was previous to the passage of the new pay bill last May. 
Rations and medical attendance are furnished free. After 
thirty years’ service an enlisted man may retire on three- 
quarters of the pay and allowances of the rate the man is then 
holding, plus $9.50 per month in lieu of rations and $6.25 
per month in lieu of quarters, fuel and light.

INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1908, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

MAJOR, C.A.C., asks for an authoritative decision as to the 
place of the major in front of his battalion; that is, whether 
he should take post in front of the actual or the tactical center. 
In a four-company battalion, there could be only one place, but 
in case of a three-company battalion the major looks and feels 
very much out of place if in front of the interval between the 
second and third companies, especially when the band is pres- 
ent, and the first and second companies are larger than the 
third. His commands will also be less readily heard by the 
men on the extreme right. Answer: The position of the major 
is in the center of the battalion irrespective of the number 
of companies it ccntains. There is nothing in the drill regu- 
lations or amendments thereto which directs him to take post 
in front of the interval between the second and third com- 
panies—that is the tactical center. The text of Par. 252, 
I.D.R., is clear on this point. Par. 258 directs that the major 
place himself in a position about equal to half the front of 
the battalion. The definition of front is the space in width 
occupied by a command. 

NEW YORK writes: If a sentinel is under night orders, 
bayonet not being fixed, had halted and wished to advance a 
man to receive the countersign, at what position would he hold 
the rifle?’ Answer: He would place himself in the best position 
to receive or arrest the person, and hold his weapon in a posi- 
tion to permit of its proper use. 

SEVENTH REGIMENT writes concerning a command in the 
firings. I hold that the commander of an element in giving 
the command to fire, with dummy, ball or blank cartridge, 
does not name his element before the above command, as a 
captain in directing his company to load with ‘‘blank cart- 
ridges’’ would not command, ‘‘Company, with blank cartridges, 
load,’’ but would eliminate the word ‘‘company,’’ saying, 
‘*With blank cartridges, load.’’ However, in directing the 
load to a unit—say a squad—the command would come down 
the line and the squad leader would give the command elimi- 
nating the word ‘‘squad.’’ Would a corporal with a squad 
alone command, ‘‘Squad, with blank cartridges, load,’’ or 
‘‘With blank cartridges, load’’? He would naturally say 
‘‘Squad, load,’’ if the firing was to be assumed, but does he, 
if the firing be with dummy, ball or blank cartridges, command, 
**(1) Squad; (2) With blank cartridge; (3) Load’’? An- 
swer: When the command, Company, load, is given, the pieces 
are loaded and locked. See Par. 138, 1.D.R. When command, 
Load, is given, it indicates that the firing is to be continued 
and pieces are not locked. See Par. 140, I.D.R. Accord- 
ingly, Squad, with blink cartridge, load, would be proper on 
the first occasion of loading; and, With blank cartridge, load, 
would be proper after one volley had been fired, and it was 
intended to continue the firing. Should the commander desire 
to have the pieces locked after having given the command, 
Load, or, Fire, he would command, Cease firing, as provided 
in Par. 144, I.D.R. The appendix should not be used when 
armed with the 1903 rifle. 

TENNESSEE writes: Kindly interpret the following extract 
from Par. 509, I.D.R.: ‘‘The adjutant then commands: (1) 
Non-commissioned officers; or, (1) Officer and non-commis: 
sioned officers, (2) Posts, (3) March. At the command posts 
all except the officer commanding the guard face about.’’ The 
last two words, i.e., ‘‘face about,’’ are all that need any in- 
terpretation. The writer infers that the non-coms. (or officer 
and non-coms.) will execute an about face as prescribed in 
Par. 36, I.D.R., and then pass around the right and left 
flanks of the guard, arriving at their positions by the nearest 
route. My observation of the manner in which this is now 
being executed by the Army is that ‘‘at the command Posts all 
except the officer commanding the guard face to the right or 
left according as they are to pass around the right or left flank 
of the guard.’’ Answer: ‘‘Face about’’ should be executed 
as prescribed in the 4th Section of Par. 36, I.D.R. No amend- 
ment or alteration of the 6th Section of Par. 509 has been 
authorized by the War Department. To execute it in any man- 
ner other than prescribed is not only manifestly improper, but 
constitutes disobedience to the order of the Secretary of War, 
dated June 23, 1904, which is published on the front page 
of all authorized copies of the I.D.R., 1904.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The 12-inch barbettes of the British battleship Mars, 
now refitting at Devonport Dockyard, are being equipped 
with a new type of sighting hood, designed to minimize 
the risk of injury to the gunlayers and the sights by shell- 
fire, being reduced in height and having smaller sighting 
apertures, while the shape has been altered from angular 
to curved slopes. It is intended to adopt the new hoods, 
which are made of hardened steel, in all the ships of the 
Majestic class. 

The British cruiser Gladiator, recently raised at an 
expense of about $350,000, it has been decided, is to be 
put under the auctioneer’s hammer. This is the ship 
sunk in collision with the American liner St. Paul last 
spring. 

Lord Brassey calls attention to the fact that if Eng- 
land is below the two-power standard in the matter of 
ships, she is far above it in numbers of personnel, giving 
these figures: British navy, 128,000; France, 57,000; 
Germany, 50,000; United States, 48,000. 

The Evening Standard (London) says that the British 
Indomitables at full speed burn 500 tons of coal a day, 
with oil in addition, but their horse-power is high. With 
reciprocating engines and burning coal only, they would 
probably have touched a thousand tons a day. As things 
are the Indomitable in crossing the Atlantic on her re- 
turn from Quebec burned about 2,400 tons of coal and 
G00 tons of oil, which, seeing the speed she made, works 
out at a very moderate consumption. 

The British Admiralty will include in next year’s esti- 
mates a project for a floating dock capable of accommo- 
dating a 30,000-ton ship. 

The new battleships projected by the Russian Min- 
istry of Marine, on account of being built at home, will 
cost $15,000,000 each, instead of the original estimate of 


$10,500,000, we are told by a British service paper. For 
these vessels, it is understood, the Douma refuses to ap- 
propriate until a radical change is made in naval admin- 
istration. 

The French cabinet decided at its meeting on Dec. 5 
to deprive Rear Admiral Germinet of the command of 
the Mediterranean Squadron, on account of his having 
in a newspaper interview acknowledged deficiency of 
naval stores and ammunition. The offending admiral 
was severely lectured by Premier Clemenceau, who called 
attention to the fact that there are men as well as guns 
en a battleship, and an officer should say or do nothing 
to diminish the confidence of the fighting men. 

The total average military expenditure per year of 
Russia, Germany, France, Austria-Hungary, Italy and 
Japan is placed by M. Gervais at over $1,000,000,000, 
and the number of men these nations can put in the field 
is estimated at 31,700,000. After the six mentioned 
above comes England, which can mobilize 555,000 men, 
though her average annual expenditure is the same as 
that of France—namely, 700 million franes ($140,000,- 
000). Comparing next the expenditure and the effectives 
of France and Germany, the report states that the Ger- 
man army estimates show an increase this year of sixty- 
nine million franes, being fixed at 1,067,862,437 francs, 
of which 838,037,151 francs belong to the ordinary budget 
and 229,825,226 frances to the extraordinary budget. The 
French army estimates for this year are 742,443,745 
francs ($148,000,000). The totals on either side are: 
Germany, 34,118 officers and 602,670 men; France, 27,310 
officers and 511,930 men. The average cost per man in 
Germany is 1,398 frances and in France 1,150 franes. 

A new torpedo invented by Engineer Lieutenant Hard- 
castle, of the British navy, has a range of 7,000 yards, 
or 2,000 yards more than the newest type of torpedo at 
present in use in the British navy, while its speed aver- 
ages thirty-one knots. But, although its trials by the 
Vernone staff experts have established the fact that it is 
much more effective as a factor in naval warfare than the 
present projectiles, yet its diameter is so large that it 
has been found impracticable to fire it from the tubes 
now in use. A torpedo traveling the length and at the 
speed claimed for Lieutenant Hardeastle’s invention, says 
the United Service Gazette, “would play the mischief 
with gunnery methods as they now stand, for, although 
the general principle obtaining advocates fighting actions 
at 6,000 and 7,000 vards, it is perfectly obvious that if 
torpedo attacks became effective at these distances, ves- 
sels would naturally keep out of range and give each 
other a wider berth. This would necessarily upset all 
present gunnery calculations, and introduce quite a new 
element into battleship engagements. Heretofore, con- 
tending warships have never counted on the possibility 
of being torpedoed until they have drawn within abour 
2,000 yards’ distance of one another, added to which the 
submarine has never yet played her part in a sea fight, 
and the destroyer can always be seen before she gets 
within striking distance.” 

In spite of the adverse vote of the Argentine Senate, the 
Chamber of Deputies will pass the $75,000,000 appropri- 
ation for increased armaments. Under the terms of the 
constitution it will have the force of law by a two-thirds 
majority, which is already assured. No loan will be 
issued or special tax imposed for the purpose of raising 
the required $75,000,000, as, in view of increasing pro- 
duction and the prosperous condition of the national fi- 
nances, periodical payments will be effected from the 
ordinary sources. 

M. Picard, the new French Minister of Marine, prom- 
ises to present a program of new battleship construction. 
His department has been basing its proposals on the pro- 
vision of a fleet in 1919 or 1920 of twenty-two, twenty- 
eight, or thirty-eight battleships, leaving armored and

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protected cruisers for the moment out of the account. On 
the hypothesis of twenty-two ships the budget for new 
construction would be from £12,640,000 to £14,000,000: 
for twenty-eight ships from £14,250,000 to £16,000,000: 
and for thirty-eight vessels from £17,000,000 to £18- 
600,000, M. Picard points out that these are great fig- 
ures, but that the German outlay on new construction in 
1911 will be much higher. M. Chaumet, the budget re- 
porter, says that great economies might be effected by 
suppressing the coast defense vessels, the distant divi- 
sions, the depots, and the ports of Rochefort and Lorient, 
but his ideas do not find general acceptance. 

A workman while uncovering a pipe in the body of the 
new German Dreadnought Nassau, which is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion at Wilhelmshaven, was alarmed by 
a waterspout of great force. Instead of endeavoring to 
replace the lid the man lost his presence of mind and ran 
for assistance. Meanwhile the vessel filled and sank. 
Machines and pumps were immediately set to work, and 
have been working day and night. Although the vessel 
is not materially damaged, some time must elapse before 
she will be restored to her former condition.
